Winchester Votes Trend; Reagan, Prop. 2 Vi Win 


President-Elect Ronald Reagan and The unofficial vote tally showed 
Proposition 2.5 both swept to easy vie- Reagan with 5,447, Carter with 3,884 and 
tories in Winchester on election night.

Reagan captured 47 percent of the Libertarian candidate Edward Clark 
vote in Winchester while President polled 84 votes while Barry Commoner 
Jimmy Carter finished a distant second grabbed five votes and Sen.

Editorial --— 

An Historic 
Turning Point 


Massachusetts joined America on Tuesday In lending its voice to 
the strong endorsement of people and principles whose label 
“conservative 1 ' was not long ago considered an Indecent word. 

For the first time since 1952, a Republican carried the 
Massachusetts presidential vote. And not just any Republican, but 
Ronald Reagan, for 12 years this country’s most outspoken cham¬ 
pion of the conservative viewpoint. 

Coupled with the overwhelming approval of Question 2, the 
property tax limit law, Massachusetts' vote for Ronald Reagan 
should get the attention of even the most liberal legislators and of¬ 
ficials . The message is clear: People want restraints on govern¬ 
ment. 

The era of the free lunch is over. 

The people have said they just can't afford It. 

We must look for other answers to social problems. Throwing 
mountains of money at them for a quarter of a century just hasn't 
worked. In fact, since 1960, America has created a generation of 
people who are solely dependent on government-funded programs By STEVEN AUSTIN 
for all their needs — housing, health care, education, employment 
and recreation. 

The time Is now to start moving away from this. It Is time to start 
rebuilding Incentive, Independence, Integrity and self-esteem by 
putting forth challenges with attainable goals and just rewards. 

Eventually the long lines of those waiting for government handouts 
will disappear by themselves. 

But this will take time — a long time — and the process must be 
orderly. It took 20 years for the social services departments of the 
federal government — HEW, HUD, and now ED — to grow to the 
point where they employ over five million people who spend 60 
percent of the budget. It may take 20 years or more to get them 
under control again. 

One thing is certain: This election is a beginning. 

The people who pay the bills have spoken. 

The silent majority has become the vocal majority. Defeat of 
several nationally known liberal senate leaders should In itBelf In¬ 
dicate that the mainstream of American political thinking has 
changed. 

They are tired of a welfare economy and they are tired of a 
System which sees our basic Industries fall Into disrepair because of 
a tax burden which dulls Incentive and Investment. They are tired of 
excessive and inequitable taxation and government intrusion In our 
dally lives. 

A new president and the passage of Question 2 In Massachusetts 
won't change anything overnight, but our elected representatives 
are on notice that the people want to see basic changes In the 
philosophy of government. 

In Massachusetts we will be faced with legislative modifications 
which will be necessary for the implementation of Question 2 In an 
orderly way. But let no one mistake the vote: the public voice Is loud 
and clear: The people are demanding not only a change In their tax 
structure, but less government and less from government. 

The opponents of Question 2 — public officials, the unions, the 
municipal employees — spent huge sums and many hours to deliver 
the word that a vote In favor was a vote to cut services and cut 
government. But the mood, and the vote, was overwhelmingly one of 
"we can get along with less.” And we can. 

The people knew what they were voting for on Question 2. It Is not 
up to the legislature to just replace the property tax system with 
another tax plan designed to generate revenues from other sources 
to fund the existing level of government. 

It Is time to listen to the people, 

Massachusetts has decided to get in step with America. Make no 
doubt about It.

He said he based the study on a 70- 
person staff density at the building and a 
patient load of 400 per day. 

The proposal drew support from a 
majority of Selectmen and the Planning 
Board 

The Finance Committee also sup¬ 
ported the proposal, with Chairman Bob 
Frank pointing to an increase in the tax 
base the building would provide. 

“The benefits of the tax base outweigh 
the determent to the neighborhood," 
Frank said. 

He said the building, if constructed for 
$1.5 million, would yeild from $40,000- 
$50,000 a year in lax revenue for Win¬ 
chester. 

Despite this support, residents held 
firm in their objections. As one resident, 
Town Meeting member John Harris put 
it, “There are too many unknowns.” 

“We ask Town Meeting members to 
respect the wishes of the neighbors and 
vote negatively,” Harris said. 

There had been some discussion by 
neighbors Monday that Lane's article 
was in direct conflict with Article 8, 
which rezoned portions of the Cross 
street area from light industrial to 
residental use. 

Other residents asked that the area be 
converted to conservation use. 

In an interview with The Star 
Tuesday, both Lane and Dulong ex¬ 
pressed an interest in continuing with the 
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Cross street residents won their battle 
to block the construction of a medical 
building in their neighborhood Monday 
when Town Meeting voted down a bid by 
the developer to rezone a portion of the 
site from residential to light industrial 
use. 

The vote to defeat Aricle9, 67 favoring 
and 46 opposed, fell nine votes short of 
the needed two-thirds majority for 
passage. 

The developer, John Lane, has 
proposed the construction of a 20,000 sq. 
ft, building to house doctors' offices on a 3 
acre site he has an option to buy from the 
Boston Gas Company. 

Through public hearing with the 
Planning Board and again Monday at 
Town Meeting, neighborhood residents 
protested the plan due to the increase in 
traffic they feel would result. 

In his presentation before town 
meeting Monday, Lane called on his 
attorney, Harold DuLong, George Wilcox 
of the Erdman Company, the firm which 
would construct the building and traffic 
engineer Bob Vanasse, of the Boston- 
based engineering firm of Vanasse and 
Hangen Associates. 

In the article, Lane had asked that a 
piece of land just in front of the three 
acres be re zoned to light industrial use in 
order to provide an entrance to the 
facility. 

Attorney DuLong said Lane had 
reached an agreement with the Planning 
Board in the form of a covenant which 
restricted the uses of the site Those 
restricted uses were termed those which 
would be “most obnoxious” to residents 
in the area. In addition, DuLong said 
Lane would further agree to have the use 
restrictions further expanded to include 
restaurant use. 

‘‘We have agreed to absolutely 
everything,” DuLong told Town Meeting, 

Vanasse, the engineer who made the 
traffic study in the area, said traffic 
would increase nine percent on a daily 
basis, bringing Cross street to only 45 
percent of it's capacity. Currently, the 
engineer explained, the street is 
operating at approximately one-third of 
it’s traffic capacity.

Calling industrial uses in residential 
areas "a cancer,” Lane said he didn’t 
think Town Meeting examined the 
proposal in a logical manner. 

He sited an increase in tax revenue, 
the fact that the traffic generated by the 
building would be car rather than heavy 
truck traffic, the central location of 
doctors in town and the fact that he’s a 
local businessman with roots in the 
community as reasons to back the 
project, 

DuLong emphasied that the covenant 
concerning uses had been agreed to by 


Lane prior to Town Meeting Monday. 

Some discussion had centered around 
the article’s relationship to Article 32, 
calling for an 18-month moratorium on 
the issuance of building permits for non- 
residential uses in Winchester 

Town Meeting has yet to consider that 
article.

Hearing For Final Robbery Suspect 


The trial of the last of three 
Charlestown men arrested in connection 
with the March 22 robbery of the Win¬ 
chester Savings Bank is scheduled for 
this afternoon in Middlesex Superior 
Court in Cambridge , iPD Mark Gian- 
nino, 17, is charged with armed robbery 
while masked, assault with intent to 
murder and breaking and entering in the 
daytime. 

The other two suspects, Salvatore 
Montiero and James Chambers, both 
pleaded guilty in Superior Court and 


were sentenced to terms at the Mass. 
Correctional Institute in Walpole. 

Montiero, the driver of the getaway 
car, was sentenced to eight to 10 years at 
MCI Walpole on armed robbery charges. 
Montiero is already imprisoned at 
Walpole,having begun a six to 12 year 
sentence for his role in a Marshfield bank 
holdup in May, 

Chambers was sentenced to two five 
to 10 year terms at Walpole for armed 
robbery and assault with intent to 
murder and two three to five year terms

Genealogy Talk

Appraisers this week began the 
process of house to house inspections to 
set the new- values properly in Win¬ 
chester. 

Three employees (two men and a 
woman) from Patten Appraisal 
Associates of Portland, Maine began the 
property inspections in ihe northern most 
part of town earlier this week. Among the 
streets being canvassed this week are 
Sunset road, Hines road, Forest street, 
Forest circle. Bellevue avenue, Laurel 
Hill lane. Churchill road, Churchill 
circle, Dean road, Ware road, Grant 
road. Sawmill Brook road and Royalston 
avenue. 

The 100 percent property revaluation 
is port of a statewide mandated program 
that will uniformly set property values 
around the state at fair market value. 

The field appraisers that will be 
visiting homes (generally from 8 a.ni. to 
dusk) will examine each property inside 
and out to determine and record the size, 
type and quality of the structure and the 
facilities such as heating, plumbing and 
the age and condition of the property. 

The inspections generally take just a 
few minutes to complete. The three field 
workers will all carry a blue card 
identifying them as employees of Patten 
Appraisal Associates with Ihe name of 
Winchester typed on the front of the curd 
and the stump of the Winchester Board of 
Assessors on the back. 

The workers will also have picture 
identification cards and anyone 
questioning the authenticity of the 
worker may call the Assessors office or 
the police station for verification. 

There are some repairs and additions 
that will increase the valuation of the 
property. Adding pore lies, garages or 
sheds, finishing off basements or attics, 
enclosing open spaces, remodeling, 
additional plumbing, added fireplace or 
shimming pool and an increase in land 
size will boost up the value. 

Other maintenance procedures such 
as painting, roofing, paving of 
driveways, lawn and landscaping, in¬ 
sulation, addition of combination doors 
and windows and electrical im¬ 
provements do not affect the valuation, 


according to a Patten phamphlet given to 
all property owners In town. 

Once the information is collected from 
the field workers it will be fed to a 
computer for checks of ommissions and 
accuracy. 

Then verification will be sent out to 
homeowners to check the accuracy of the 
field inspections. Property owners will 
receive when all is completed a com¬ 
parative notice showing old and new 
assessments. 

The last town-wide revaluation was 
done in 1968. The new values will be 
mailed to each property owner in the 
summer of 1981 and will be applied to the 
tax bills for next fall. 

Anyone with questions are urged to 
call Richard Mirick, project supervisor, 
at the Assessors office in town hall.

Hospital Forum

Editor's Note: The following letter 
was written to Catherine Alexander, 
Chairman of the Winchester School 
Committee. 

Dear Mrs. Alexander 

Recently I was pleased to see your 
announcement of a school committee 
meeting which would direct its attention 
to the status of the Winchester inter¬ 
scholastic athletic program. My interest 
in such a meeting was such that I 
prepared a set of comments which I had 
hoped to personally submit to the com¬ 
mittee. 

Such is not to be, since I will not be 
able to be in Winchester next week. 

I am submitting my comments via 
this letter and am enclosing enough 
copies so that distribution may be made 
to any interested parties. I'hope that you 
and your committee will be able to 
devote enough time to this subject so that 
a coherent balanced policy emerges 
which will benefit the entire town, 
Several years ago an article appeared 
on the Sports Page of the Boston Globe, in 
which a Winchester school official was 
quoted as saying' ‘After our scholars, our 
athletes are the first to go to college." 
There are several things wrong with that 
statement; the inference that there is a 


difference between scholars and athletes 
Is most obvious: that no clear statement 
of athletic policy and its place in the 
educational plan of Winchester Schools 
has been published since the above 
quoted statement is worse. 

I believe inter-scholastic athletics do 
have a place in education and should be 
encouraged. 1 also believe there are 
abuses that are common to most such 
programs. And finally that there are 
technical weaknesses in our Winchester 
program which need strengthening. 

I am not in a position to write a policy, 
but I wish you and the committee would 
consider the following thoughts in your 
review of present and future school 
athletic policy. 

Only a schoolboy football field in New 
England on Saturday afternoons In the 
fall provide the proper setting for the 156 
students and their truly wonderful 
"Miller Time." I just wish that there 
were still lazy spring Saturday af¬ 
ternoons with a track meet, a baseball 
game, a lacrosse game etc. In other 
words the Athletic Program can have a 
major impact on the community and its 
relationships. 

Who are the players? As a coach 
exposed to a program in another town I 


can tell you about the "designated 
athlete” No others need apply. This 
syndrome can affect an entire program 
by limiting participation and what is 
worse, creating “the star”. A specific; 
Our football program seems to have 
turned around. Was it the demise of the 
Pop Warner Program? Was it neckties 
on the freshman team? Was It a changed 
outlook by some of the coaching staff? 
Anyway we are winning and most im¬ 
portant participation is up. 

But what happens after high school? 
The role of the coach and college ap¬ 
plications is historic. Whether it's 
Cambridge, Woburn, Brockton or 
Newton coaches are proud of their ability 
to place their players in excellent college 
situations. This too has a place in the 
Winchester athletic program. 

Example; Our coaches are role 
models for our students, and they should 
be first to abide by all the rules. Current 
policy “only verbally expressed" is that 
it Is up to the “referees" to enforce the 
rules. A very small but easily observed 
violation of this "example" ethic is 
Manny Marshall and where he stands on 
the football field, almost always eligible 
for a penalty. 

How do you evaluate winning and 


losing and the coach? When McCall and 
Lynch played I always wanted to know 
who won the second game of the season, 
Similarly most of the Middlesex Leagues 
have two full rounds of games. Does the 
record improve in the second half and 
why not? 

Do coaches teach skills or do they just 
handle the teams? Do the junior varsity 
teams and freshman teams prepare the 
students for varsity level? These teams 
should provide real learning ex¬ 
periences. Promotion to varsity should 
be a reasonable and encouraged goal of 
every student involved. 

And last mere must be coordination of 
effort between the Athletic Department 
and the Department of Public Works 
The Directors should meet and work 
together to make the fields safe and 
properly prepared for each sport, A 
specific; Grass is cut differently for 
football and field hockey. But unless 
there is communication one sport or the 
other will suffer. Shortly there will be a 
new D.P.W. Director. A joint tour of the 
facilities would seem appropriate.

A few years ago, when the U. S. cut 
the final tie between the dollar and gold, 
a prominent politician said the precious 
metal would decline to $6 an ounce. He 
was wrong because the unlimited 
printing of paper money to fund Federal 
deficits and reward special interests • 
was now possible. 

The price of gold is a thermometer for 
the health of the U. S. dollar. $6-8.00 an 
ounce indicates a sickening surge of 
price inflation ahead. 

Since the last official connection 
between the dollar and gold was severed, 
the money supply has more than doubled 
and, as a result, prices have done the 
same, with no end in sight. 

Politicians dislike gold because it is 
people’s money, which protects the 
purchasing power of wages and savings 
accounts, and can’t be maniupulated. 
Paper money, which can be printed at 
will, helps only big government, big 
banks and big corporations. 

With a gold currency and a free 
market economy, prices fall as the 
economy grows. Paychecks buy more 
every year, instead of less. 

Our present paper dollars, combined 
with coins that contain no silver, have 
allowed the politicians to run wild. To 
stop inflation and the economic troubles 


it causes, we need a dollar redeemable in 
gold. 

For more than forty years, the 
government has told us that gold isn’t 
money. But gold is the best money: the 
most honest, the soundest, the least 
corruptible. That's why the Founding 
Fathers insisted on gold and silver 
money in the Constitution. 

During the war for independence, the 
Continental Congress issued unbacked 
paper money that continually fell in 
value. This action by Congress which 
wasn’t entirely trustworthy even in those 
days, led to the phrase “not worth a 
continental". 

If we want to prevent a similar fate 
for the dollar, we will back it with gold, 
the money that has proven it’s value 
through eight thousand years of human 
history. Unbacked paper money always 
leads to an inflationary calamity, 
because no politican can be trusted with 
a printing press. 

We cannot allow our country to go 
through an economic wringer powered 
by government inflation. Our prosperity 
would not survive, and neither would our 
freedom.

The Circus: Who's Watching Whom 
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By TERRY MAROTTA 

The Greatest Show on Earth 
has recently completed Its an¬ 
nual fall pilgrimage to our area. 
For 12 days in October, the 
cement vault euphemistically 
known as the Boston Garden was 
permeated by the smells of 
elephants and the non-foods that 
make up In day-glo color and 
rococo configuration what they 
lack in nutritive value. 

The place has been returned 
to the rock-concert enthusiasts 
and the beer-drenched sports 
fans again, and you'd never 
know that 30 tigers and a score of 
gibbering primates recently 
cavorted on Center Ice. 

If you didn't catch Ringling 
Brothers and Barnum and 
Bailey's extravangaza this time, 
you've missed a real experience. 

Let me tell you what I mean. 

First there are the animals. A 
hundred years ago, the average 
American was doubtless amazed 
by the very presence of a real 
leopard or a living ape. Today, of 
course, the mere sight of such a 
beast has become a ho-hum 
affair, accustomed as we are to 
the local zoo, Marlin Perkins and 
all the Insurance-industry- 
sponsored wild kingdoms 
brought to us on the tube. 

So In today'B circus, the 
animals are tricked up to look 
like people. There are poodles 
with pink afros who look a lot like 
Barbra Streisand. There are 
monkeys in polyester leisure 
suits, some riding motorcycles, 
some acting out sporting events. 
There’s one sequence where the 
chimps engage in some frantic 
activity below while four air- 
planes stuffed with dummy- 
monkey counterparts circle 
menacingly overhead. 


This is particularly 
grotesque, as the artificial 
airplane pilots have a shot look, 
bodies slumping out of the cock¬ 
pit and limbs slack. It's like 
when the enemy finally gets the 
bombardier in the World War II 
movie. Or It's as If Joe Green, 
Officer BUI and Boston’s other 
airborne traffic monitors have 
suddenly expired at the controls 
of their helicopters as they 
continue to describe peppy little 
orbits over the Southeast 
Expressway. 

The bears, who are no less 
than ten feet tall and wear 
muzzles, are marched in on their 
hind legs and made to sit In a 
schoolroom circle of chairs 
around their trainer. Because of 
the adaptations of their spinal 
columns, they are unable to sit 
erect, as one might guess, and so 
they slump, facing away from 
their "teacher”, one arm hung 
over the backs of their chairs, 
the picture of slothful inat¬ 
tention. They look like high 
school students on a substitute 
day or the members of the 
Massachusetts House during the 
course of debate. 

The tigers, thank God, are 
uncostumed and non- 
anthropomorphlc. They climb up 
on stools and do some fake 
menacing of their trainer, who Is 
himself the surreal element In 
this act. Gunther Gebel-Wllliams 
looks like a cross between 
Englebert Humperdinck and 
Cher: oversize gleaming teeth, 
sequins and a bare midriff, 
crowned with a puff of straw- 
blond cotton candy hair. He is a 
living tribute to stt-ups, the 
blowdryer and the sunlamp. 

The "people" acts are just as 
bizarre as the quadrupeds'. Two 


South American fellows stand on 
wobbling chairs on a high wire. 
One lady hangs by her hair 75 
feet above the floor and juggles 
fire. Dolly Jacobs, clad In the 
merest bikini, tries to split 
herself In half by hanging one 
foot from one ring and the other 
from Its fellow ten feet away. It’s 
heart-stopping. 

How can they do this for a 
living? The awareness of sudden 
death tickles the base of your 
brain. 

And for some reason the 
women are made up to look like 
Elizabeth Taylor on the eve of 
another birthday's publicity 
shots: fake eyelashes three 
Inches long, punk-rock 
eyeshadow, push-up chain-mail 
bras and teensy G-strings. Not 
only are they up there with no 
nets, they’re dressed like 
strippers. Old P. T. Barnum 
knew what sells all right; give 
the people a few laughs, then 
sneak In their twin obsessions of 
sex and death. You’ll pack 'em 
in. 

Add to this the sensory 
overload common to any circus. 
There are three rings, don't 
forget, not to mention the clowns 
cavorting among them. The 
ringmaster marvels aloud In 
capital letters through it all, and 
as If that weren't enough, Boston 
Garden hawkers pass endlessly 
up and down the aisles, ob- 
structlngthe view. 

The thing Is exhausting. 

It’s also profoundly 
existential. 

Going to the circus Is like 
looking Into a fun-house mirror 
at ourselves. We thrill to the 
sights and sounds not for their 
strangeness but for an eerie 
familiarity. The trainer's 


"mastery" of his animals is a 
metaphor for our belief that we 
humans are the crown of 
creation, with some inalienable 
birthright that allows us to 
manipulate nature and bend our 
fellow creatures beneath our 
domination. 

There's that and sex, the 
world's favorite pastime if a 
global population in excess of 4 
billion Is any index. 

And there’s the Imminence of 
death. 

Well, death we don’t talk too 
much about in this culture, but 
It’s there all right, every mor¬ 
ning next to your coffee cup. 
Death, as the fella said, Is the 
mother of beauty. Because we 
can conceive of darkness, we 
celebrate the light. Because 
these winey fall days are doomed 
to descent Into the bitter gall of 
winter, they are the more 
beautiful. 

And as for the sensory 
overload you feel under the Big 
Top, what could be more 
familiar? Modern life is often 
described as a three ring circus. 
There’s too much going on, too 
much to know about. 

Think: the Mideast, the SALT 
talks, inflation, the baby's ear 
Infection, the leaky boiler, ad¬ 
vancing age, the loss of physical 
beauty, the ozone layer, Mary 
Tyler Moore’s dead boy and your 
Immortal soul. 

There's all this descending on 
us, syncopated by the catchy 
tune of commerce, a Coke and a 
smile. 

The circus is wonderful but 
it’s no escape. It’s home; It’s who 
we are. It's all of us out there on 
th£ sawdust. 

I wonder then; who Is our 
audience?

Charles Streff 
Lectures On 
Death On Recently 

Thirty-three parents, teachers and 
community members explored 
children's ideas about death recently 
during a lecture sponsored by the Neigh¬ 
borhood Cooperative Nursery School. 

The lecture featured De. Charles 
Streff. an associate professor of 
psychology at Fitchburg Stale College 
and a counselor for the dying. 

Dr. Streff gave a brief description of 
the concerns about death that children 
may have at different ages. He then 
offered some guidelines on how to handle 
this topic with children. 

Dr. Streff said that when answering a 
child's questions about death, consider 
the kinds of experiences he has had with 
death and his relationship to the person 
who has died. Also try to avoid 
"fairytales” about death because 
children find inconsistencies in them at a 
later age. 

What can a parent say to his child 
about death? "It's a matter of how we 
say something that's most important," 
Dr. Streff said. "We have to let the child 
know we’re available to talk." 

The lecture, part of a series sponsored 
by the Neighborhood Cooperative 
Nursery School, was held at the First 
Congregational Church.

Making Choices 


Books 1 The prime material at the 
Public Library. How are they 
selected? 

For many years, it has been the 
function of the professional staff to 
select the books. The policy for the 
selection of library materials is 
established by the Board of Library 
Trustees. 

The professional staff is guided 
by this policy in the areas of 
education, information, and 
recreation lor library users and 
takes into consideration six specific 
points: current usefulness or in¬ 
terest, or permanent value; 
authority and competence of 
presentation; importance as a 
historical record; com¬ 
prehensiveness of presentation; 
relevance to the existing collection; 
and requests from users of the 
Library. 

About 81) percent of the adult 
books are selected on the basis of 
reviews and those requests from 
library patrons are also scrutinized 
in the review media. 

What about the other 20 percent 
of adult books? These are the ones 


that are on standing order. They 
come automatically and include 
such items as the Fodor guides, the 
"Thomas Register of Manufac¬ 
turers,” the encyclopedias, the 
Doubleday crime club books, the 
U.S. Code, Mobil guides, Mass.

Need For Garage Explained 


findings and recommended a minimal 
1985 on-site parking capacity of 440 
spaces for Winchester Hospital. 

Parking requirements vary con¬ 
siderably not only among community 
hospitals in general, but also, among 
those with identical bed complements. 
Variables which significantly influence 
these requirements include the extent of 
ambulatory care of training programs, 
the presence of physicians’ offices, the 
availability of public transit, the 
distances that staff and employees must 
travel, visiting hours, and the urban, 
suburban or rural setting of the Hospital 
itself. Winchester's requirements are, 
for example, increased by the extent of 
its ambulatory care and training 
programs, the lack of public transit and 
distances its employees travel; off¬ 
setting these are site limitations, the 
absence of physicians' offices and 
variable visiting hours. 

One measure of need applicable to 
Winchester Hospital is the current zoning 
ordinance. It specifies a minimum of 1.5 
parking spaces per bed or a current total 
minimum of 287 spaces based upon the 
Hospital’s present 191 beds. For the 
proposed project, local zoning 
requirements would call for a minimum 
of 329 spaces. 

The recommendation of 440 spaces 
made by Arthur D. Little, Inc., fits well 
within guidelines established by the 
Massachusetts Department of Health 


and Human Service’s minimum 
requirements for hospital and medical 
facilities and Federal standards 
reflected in Hill-Burton survey data. 

To minimize its requirements for on¬ 
site parking the Hospital, as a matter of 
policy and necessity, has long en¬ 
couraged employee car pools. On-site 
spaces are reserved for cars carrying 
three or more employees, As with any 
hospital, however, the maintenance of 
three shifts, seven days per week, plus 
the combination of part-with full-time 
employees, limits the effectiveness of car 

pooling. 

The fact that the nearest MBTA 
station is more than one and one-half 
miles from the site militates against 
alternative forms of travel. A July 1980 
survey shows that, of the Hospital's 849 
total employees, 530, or more than 62 
percent, come from 51 Massachusetts, as 
well as 4 New Hampshire towns and 
cities other than Winchester and Woburn. 
Thus, a significant proportion of Win¬ 
chester’s employees are necessarily 
dependent upon automobile tran¬ 
sportation to and from work.

Win ton Club Fair 
Set At Hospital 


...Editor's Note: The following is the 
eighth in a series submitted by Win¬ 
chester Hospital concerning construction 
plans at the Highland avenue facility. 

For more than 10 years, Winchester 
Hospital has consistently identified 
adequate on-site parking capacity as one 
of its priority needs. 

In adopting the 1980 long-range site 
and facility development concept, the 
Board of Directors authorized Inclusion 
of a parking structure as an integral and 
essential element. At present, the 
Hospital has a total of 302 surface 
parking spaces. Our consultants have 
concluded that, by 1985, the Hospital will 
require a minimum 440 on-site spaces, 
and they recommended that these spaces 
be provided within a parking garage and 
in surface parking lots. 

Since 1972, all master plans prepared 
by three independent Hospital con¬ 
sultants have included a parking garage, 
In late 1975 and early 1976, the Hospital 
submitted and amended an application 
for a Determination of Need to construct 
a parking garage. This application 
identified a need for a total of 464 on-site 
parking spaces. The original October 
1975 application proposed a 386-car 
garage; the amended January 1976 
application requested 274 garage spaces, 
retaining 190 spaces in surface lots. 

In its January 1976 review of the 
original application, the Health Planning 
Council for Greater Boston concluded 
that "the need for additional parking at 
Winchester Hospital appears 
necessary," 

However, on January 8, 1976, the 
Council's Board of Directors voted to 
recommend to the Public Health Council 
denial of this application, suggesting 
instead that "an application submitted 
for expansion of services and facilities in 
conjunction with expanded parking 
facilities would more appropriately allow 
for determining the need and size of 
additional parking capacity for Win¬ 
chester Hospital." 

In its February 4, 1976 review, the 
Determination of Need Program Staff 
recommended conditional approval of a 
274-car garage. This review stated "The 
current inadequacy is paramount" and 
"that 464 spaces is within the range of 
projected need for hospitals of Win¬ 
chester’s size and lack of public tran¬ 
sportation. Thus, the applicant's 464 
spaces constitutes an appropriate 
number of spaces." Nevertheless, this 
amended application was also denied. 

As part of the current planning for this 
new construction and renovation project, 
Arthur D. Little, Inc., evaluated their

Commission Approves 
Pact For Water Removal 


The Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission bus given its approval to a 
contract for the Nor mac Construction 
Company to remove the dense salt water 
trapped at the bottom of the Lower 
Mystic Lake, according to Kep. John F. 
Cusack, chairman of the Committee on 
Urban Affairs. 

Before construction or the Craddock 
Datn in 1908, the water level of the Lower 
Mystic Lake fluctuated with the ocean 
tide and the resulting salt water ac¬ 
cumulated at the hot loin of the lake. The 
salt water is devoid of oxygen and con¬ 
tains large concentrations of hydrogen 
sulfide, a toxic foul smelling gas, which 
has been released in the air during ex¬ 
tremely low river Hows. 

“The removal of the salt water will 
revitalize the Lower Mystic Lake and 
give the Arlington end a much greater 
recreational potential,” says Cusack. “In 
addition it will eliminate the possibility of 
nearby residents being bothered by the 
foul odor.” 

The removal project involves pum¬ 
ping about 100 million gallons of salt 
water from ihe Lower Mystic Lake; 
precipitation of hydrogen sulfide from 
the lx)WCT Mystic Lake; precipitation of 
hydrogen sulfide with the use of ferric 
chloride in a temorary building on the 
Medford side of the lake; and final 
discharge to n nearby MDC sewer. 

The temporary building will be 
removed after this phase of the project is 
accomplished with a smaller building 
housing compressors for the aeration 
system remainng at the site. 


The total cost for the MDC project is 
approximately $87U,0U0. Matching funds 
for the project are being obtained by a 
granl from the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency with final approval 
from that agency expected within two 
months. Completion will take from five to 
nine months.

strap, the man with the yellow 
duck feather falling out of his 
scarlet velvet cap greeted the 
forty-five members of the WHS 
Humanities class as they entered 
Durgln Hall, University of 
Lowell, for a performance of 
Hennalssance music. 

Who was this 20th century 
clone of William Shakespeare 
who directed us to the small 
theater at the end of the hall? 

After murmurlngs of 
"Ummm, Ms. Austin, are you 
sure we’re in the right place?” 
we found ourselves acquainted 
with a man who obviously loves 
his job as Musical Director, 
Professor Robert A. White, (a 
resident of Winchester). 

After being given a short 
summary of the play, a story of a 
wedding party, we were In¬ 
structed to sit back and relax. 
Relax. To Rennaissance music. 
Ahem. 

Yes, being 17 years old, I 
must admit that the doors and 
the kinks do take precedence 
over the Artis Muslca of the 
1400’s. I’m not, and I think I can 
safely say my peers are not In 
the habit of switching on the 
Marantz four-speaker and tuning 
in the phones to "Hearts Ease 
from Shakespeare’s Romeo and 
Juliet.” Yes, I am well aware of 
these things. 


Anyway, I sat back, and 
decided things weren’t that bad. 
I was missing Latin and Math, 
which was a fairly nice deal, I 
thought, and I could try to "blow 
off” 7th. 

So I closed my eyes, turned 
my thoughts to Christopher 
Atkins and the Blue Lagoon, and 
was presently Interrupted by 
something. Something good. I 
liked what I was hearing. It was 
pretty, It flowed, It was pleasing. 
The show had begun, and I was 
soon caught up In the per¬ 
formance, where the bride and 
groom walked into to a fanfare 
and grand processional con¬ 
taining continuous pavans and 
almans. This was followed by 
light melodies, ballads, and 
songs of happiness. A good part 
of the appeal of this production 
was the personality the players 
Invoked In their speaking parts 
as well as their songs, and the 
light (though occasionally 
suggestive) humor. 

Next on the program was 
"Monophonic Songs of Love 
from the Medieval Era.” (wait, 
what?). Well, for those of you un¬ 
musical people, a monophlc song 
Is a single unaccompanied line of 
melody. Because It is performed 
alone, it gives a performer a 
chance to spotlight his talents. 

In each set of music, I was to 
find, there would be a song from 
a composer from the most 
developed areas In the Ren¬ 
naissance period, France, Spain, 
Italy, Germany, and England. 

From this music we entered 
Into "Polyphonic Songs of 


Love." Though the latter.phrase 
is self-explanatory, the former 
may confuse people. Polyphonic 
melodies are those which have 
two or more Interwoven melodic 
lines, as In a canon or a fugue. 
This involved more group 
singing. 

Next on the agenda was a 
series of music winding up the 
play. Within this different types 
of music were heard.- 

The buttoned, bangled, and 
brocaded band of costume 
performers put on a decent 
show. And as I looked at them, I 
realized a good number of them 
weren’t much older than I am. If 
I can like Supertramp and Styx, I 
can manage to find a little room 
for the Rennnalssance vibes. 
Maybe its not "cruisin’ music,” 
but Is something to take the time 
to listen to.

Marcia Saltmarsh and Neil Harte, Co- 
Chairmen of the ‘Fund Winchester's 
Future Committee', announced recently 
that the committee has accomplished its 
goal of raising $ 16 , 600 .

The 
Winchester Chamber of Commerce 
established the ‘Fund Winchester's 
Future Committee’, drawing on mem¬ 
bers from a broad cross section of the 
town and representing a variety of in¬ 
terests. 


Rotondi To Sit 
On Faculty Of 
Citizens’ Seminar 

Sam Kotondi, Winchester’s State 
Senator, has been appointed by the State 
Legislative Education Office to the 
“faculty” of the Ninth Citizen’s 
Legislative Seminar. 

Introduced in 1976, CLS provides an 
instructional setting for dialogue bet¬ 
ween citizens and legislators. This is the 
fourth time Kotondi has been a par¬ 
ticipant.

The new director for curriculum 
development In Winchester public 
schools, David Ackerman, spoke on 
trends in school and community relations 
at the general meeting of the Mystic 
School parents and staff Oct. 22 at 8 p.m. 

Following an hour-long period in 
which parents had the opportunity to 
visit their children’s classrooms (where 
teachers and their assistants explained 
their in-ciass programs for reading, 
writing, mathematics, science and art), 
Ackerman talked about the current level 
of hostile criticism in the country of 
teachers by the media, legislators, and 
community members, including some 
parents. 

In the course of addressing this 
subject, he examined the role of the 
school in the community and the role of 
special interest groups in community 
decision making. 

During a question and answer period 
which followed the talk, Ackerman 
fielded a variety of questions from the 
audience concerning subjects such as 
closer communication between teachers 
and parents, the evaluation of the quality 
of education in the schools, measuring 
the effectiveness of school curriculum 
materials, improving student learning 
skills, how teachers develop professional 
credentials, the level of community 
support for the town schools and 
relationship between educational 
programs and the local tax structure that 
funds them. 

Ackerman suggested that there has 
been too much “stridency” and 
exaggeration from those criticizing the 
nation’s school systems in recent years, 
and he implied that there should be more 
of a dialogue between educators and non¬ 
educators. 

He said that criticism needn’t always 
lie negative and that mutual respect is 
essential. 

He pointed out that the numbers of 
students in classrooms have increased, 
and yet, Ackerman said, “...most 
teachers are doing a good job" of getting 
information across to students. He added 
that most students (nationally and in 
Winchester) show scholastic Im¬ 
provement as they progress through the 
grades. 

"The job of the schools,” Ackerman 
said, ‘‘is to inform students and train 
them how to think." As to the challenge 
of how to generate an enthusiastic love of 
knowledge, he suggested that the home 
and the community have a share in 
communicating a respect for knowledge 
and culture to young people. 

"The schools cannot solve a com¬ 
munity’s problems," Ackerman said. He 
said that moral and spiritual values must 
be formed in the home and reinforced by 
such community institutions as the 
churches and people of good character in 
the local governments. He suggested that 
these areas could stand strengthening. 

As for the role of special interest 
groups, particularly those advocating 
special needs programs for the gifted 
children or for the children with learning 


difficulties, Ackerman said that the 
integrity of school programs should be 
based on the needs of all children and 
that the average achievement-level child 
should not be neglected in a rush to over 
emphasize the legitimate needs of the 
"special" child. 

During the question and answer 
period following the talk, one parent 
suggested that the parent-teachers 
association approach to community- 
school dialog might be reinstated to 
increase the occasion and kind of 
discussion between parents and 
educators. 

When asked to suggest a way to 
measure the effectiveness of the schools 
in educating children, Ackerman said 
that the follow-up questionnaire of 
graduates as they pursue higher learning 
and careers could be one approach, 

In order to determine the quality of 
curriculum materials, Ackerman said 
that the classroom materials must be 
capable of challenging the child, in¬ 
cluding the gifted achiever. He noted that 
innovations in teaching methods are find 
provided they are first examined, tested 
and evaluated. At this point one member 
of the audience noted that she considered 
the library resourses of the town’s 
private schools to be superior to those of 
the public schools. 

Ackerman encouraged parents to lake 
an active interest in what their children 
are studying and to talk with their 
children about what they are learning 
and to let the children sense an en¬ 
thusiasm about their studies from their 
parents. “Basic skills,” Ackerman said, 
"can be made interesting." 

The Mystic School teachers, it was 
pointed out, have the opportunity for 
professional improvement through 
workshops at Lesley College, where they 
are studying economics and the Middle 
East. 

Ackerman suggested that a 
willingness to maintain quality 
educational programs through the local 
taxes can be a measure of a community’s 
consensus on the value of educating their 
young people

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Medical Building Proposal 
Draws Town Meeting Approval

Over the “violent objections" of Cross 
street residents, Town Meeting Monday 
approved a rezoning request which would 
allow John Lane to construct a $1.5 
million medical building on a site for¬ 
merly occupied by the Boston Gas 
Company, 

The proposal was initially defeated by 
Town Meeting members Nov. 3. The 
motion to reconsider the zoning change, 
which would have rezoned a small strip 
just in front of the 3 acre site from 
residential to light industrial use and 
allow Lane to construct an entrance to 
the property, had 101 favoring and 39 
opposing. The reconsideration motion 
required a two-thirds Town Meeting vote. 

The vote to approve the zoning change 
was 102 favoring and 39 opposing. 

Town Meeting member Harrison 
Chadwick said he brought the proposal, 
Article 9 on the warrant, up for recon¬ 
sideration because he felt there were a 
number of unanswered questions con¬ 
cerning the plan. 

Saying he thought the facility would 
be “an asset to the whole town," Chad¬ 
wick told Town Meeting menibers he did 
not want the proposal to "join the long 
list of pilssed opportunities."

With an expected shortfall of ap¬ 
proximately $650iKK) in the auto excise 
tax alone turningjfhe current fiscal year, 
town officials ate looking into areas 
which can be cut'or eliminated to make 
up for the loss inJrevenue created by 2.5. 

“We’re going to have to make cuts,” 
according to Selectmen Chairman Wade 
M. Welch. "The question is, where should 
they come?" 

He pointed to both the mini-bus ser¬ 
vice and garbage collection as areas 
which might be cut, saying both areas 
had been “hot issues” during past Town 
Meetings. 

“The longer'you wait,” Welch said, 
“the more cuts you must make.” 

Town Manager Tom Groux agreed 
with Welch’s assessment of possible 
areas to be cut and said the town must 
decide either to “eat" the loss of revenue 


during the current fiscal year and make 
up shortfalls with surplus funds. 
However, such an approach would mean 
the town would suffer a corresponding 
loss in the level of surplus. 

Barring that approach, the town could 
make what Groux termed "spending 
modifications,” eliminating services like 
the mini-bus, leaving some vacancies 
unfilled and eliminating non-essential 
purchases. 

Welch support advocated having 
Groux meet with department heads to 
come up with “a hit list as to what we can 
cut.” 

Groux agreed with that group ap¬ 
proach and suggested that Selectmen, 
the Finance Committee and the School 
Committee meet with him to examine 
areas where cuts might be made. 

"This would lay the groundwork for 
next year’s reductions,” Groux ex¬ 
plained. 

However, any cuts that are made 
would not come without consequences.

Finance Committee Chairman Robert Frank stunned Welch by 
asking the fines be increased even more. 

By doubling the fines from $10, $15 and $20 to $20, $30 and $40, 
there would probably be “stronger deterrent for violators of the 
leash law. Our only objection (to Carroll’s proposed $5 increases) is 
that it does not go far enough," the Fin Com head barked out. He 
argued that it was “presently cheaper to leave the dog home for the 
weekend (outside), I think there should be Incentives to do other¬ 
wise.” 

Welch leaped up, aghast. Sullivan, nodded in recognition, “And 
now, to represent the dog population, Mr. Welch.” 

“As an owner of dogs and lover of dogs, I rise in protest,” Welch 
exclaimed, arguing that the increased fines would simply create a 
large enforcement problem and mounds of additional paperwork. 

But, alas, nobody was biting for Welch's arguments. By voice 
vote (which effectively barred any dog input) the motion was passed 
into law. 

But if that was the low point for the Canine Lobby, Welch and 
company quickly regrouped and squashed the “Pooper Scooper” 
article. 

The article ordered that "no person who owns, possesses or 
controls such dog shall appear with such dog on any sidewalk, street, 
park or other public area without the means of removal of any feces 
left by such dog...For the purpose of this section, the means of 
removal shall be any tool, implement or other device carried for the 
purpose of picking up and containing such feces, unexposed to said 
person or the public. Disposal shall be accomplished by transporting 
such feces to a place suitable and regularly reserved for the disposal 
of human feces, specifically reserved for the disposal of canine

feces, or as otherwise designated as appropriate by the Director of 
the Board of Health.” 

The article further explained that violation was punishable by $50 
fine and that handicapped people were exempt from the law. 

Even anti-dog spokesman Frank agreed with Welch that en¬ 
forcement after the sun went down would be difficult at best.

HARVARD SQUARE 
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Town Meeting overwhelmingly voted 
to grant Continental Cablevision a 
license to put a receiving antenna near 
the Transfer Station. 

Town Meeting also approved an 
amendment to the Zoning Bylaws to 
allow the antenna to be constructed in a 
school conservancy district, which is 
where the Transfer Station is located. 

The town is expected to officially sign 
a deal with Continental that would give 
them a 10-year Cable TV lease on the 1200 
square foot property with an option to 
rent for five additional years in the event 
the license is extended to the full 15 
years. 

Rent will be $2,400 a year at a rate of 
$200 per month. And in addition to the 
antenna the company will build an eight 
by eight foot shed for storing of equip¬ 
ment, 

Continental will be responsible for all 
security and will have 24-hour access to 
the property through the Police 
Department. 

Finance Committee Chairman Robert 
Frank estimated that the site would yield 
$ 1,000 a year in tax revenues for the town. 

High School Repairs 

Town Meeting voters appropriated an 
additional $62,290 from surplus funds to 
complete repairs on the Winchester High 
School roof. 

The additional money was made 
necessary when the first firm chosen to 
do the work, TLT Construction, defaulted 
and the work was re-bid by the town. 

When it was rebid the second lowest 
bidder, Wexler Construction , was chosen 
at a higher figure. The low bidder the 
second time around was the firm who had 
actually done the construction of the roof 
in the first place. 

Washington School Condos 

The Codman Company of Boston was 
the unanimous choice of Town Meeting 
voters last week to turn the Washington 
School into an 18 -unit condominium 
complex.

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The site was sold to the Boston firm, 
which was the choice of the Alternative 
School Use Committee and was sup¬ 
ported by the Finance Committee and 
Selectmen, for $305,000. 

The Washington School was one of 
three schools closed in town last June 
because of declining enrollment. The 
Noonan School was sold to a Westwood 
firm that is expected to turn that site into 
a government subsidized, elderly 
housing complex. 

The fate of the final school, the 
Parkhurst, is expected to be decided by 
Town Meeting tonight, The choices have 
been narrowed to a group of single family 
house lots or a move by the private 
Bartlett School from its present location 
at the Wyman School to the Parkhurst. 

Part-time DogOrficer 

A motion submitted by Vincent 
Carroll that would have added the 
position of a part-time dog officer whose 
salary would be based on a percentage of 
fines collected, was unanimously 
defeated by Town Meeting. 

Public Works Board 

Town Moderator John Sullivan ruled 
out of order a motion by Vincent Carroll 
that would have amended the Charter to 
create an elected Public Works Board to 
supervise the functions of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. 


Sullivan said the motion was not 
submitted in time for the Government 
Regulations Committee to accurately 
gauge the affects of the charter change. 

Personnel Board 

A citizens’ petition submitted by 
Vincent Carroll that would have 
abolished the Personnel Board was in¬ 
definitely postponed at last week's 
session.

Town Meeting, how^r, voted to 
leave the bylaw alone that instructed the 
School Committee send a member from 
its group to meetings of the Committee 
for Equal Opportunity because of its 
involvement with school activities. 

Papas said the School Committee was 
concerned with the rationale of having 
one of its members be in communication 
with those boards but asked Town 
Meeting to "appreciate the time con¬ 
straints and burden of our office. I 
suggest to you it is too much,” she added 
in reference to the number of meetings 
the committee is required to go to, 
particularly during the budget season, 

Spring Town Meeting 

Next spring's Town Meeting will start 
on the fourth Monday of April instead of 
the usual first Monday in May thanks to a 
vote of Town Meeting last week. 


The change is expected to get the 
spring session over earlier in the year 
and received support of the Finance 
Committee and the Selectmen. Both 
groups, however, warned that money 
articles may have to be postponed until 
later in the meeting because of the time , 
necessary to study the articles and make 
recommendations. 

* 

Energy Conservation Projects 

A $4,000 appropriation from surplus 
funds was approved by Town Meeting 
that will be used to make energy con¬ 
servation audits which will hopefully 
allow the town to be eligible for matching 
federal funds on local energy projects. 

The Technical Energy Audit which is 
required by the government before 
matching funds can become available 
will cost approximately $16,000 but the 
town has $11,000 left over from a $23,000 
appropriation from an earlier town 
meeting for the the same purposes. 


Town Employee Salary Listings 

Town Meeting voters overwhelmingly 
defeated a citizens' petition by Vincent 
Carroll that would have the salaries of 
town employees listed in the annual 
Town Report. 

Calling it "an overexposure of in¬ 
formation,” Frank said the information 
was easily available if anyone was in¬ 
terested atTown Hall. 

Out-of-town Water Rates 

A citizens' petition by Carroll that 
would have raised the water rates for 
out-of-town users of Winchester water 
was defeated handily by Town Meeting 
voters, 

Frank warned that the move would 


"invite retaliation" by other towns who 
allow Winchester residents to use their 
water system and in the end would not 
save the town any money because of that 
reason. 

School Committee Designates 

Town Meeting members voted two of 
three articles that will allow the School 
Committee to send designees in their 
place to represent the committee on 
other town boards. 

Town Meeting agreed with School 
Committee spokesman Constance Papas 
that there is "a wealth of talented people 
in this town who are quite capable of 
communicating and willing to serve,” on 
various town boards, at least in reference 
to two boards, the Capital Planning 


Food Workers Pact OK'd 


Town Meeting voted to appropriate 
$13,284 from surplus revenues to fund a 
three-year contract with the Food Ser¬ 
vice Workers. 

This contract marks thefourth funded 
by the Fall Town Meeting at a total cost 
of $584,412. Other contracts approved last 
week included the police, town em¬ 
ployees and the teachers. 

The Food Service Workers contracts, 
retroactive to 1979, provides for a six 
percent salary increase the first year 
(1979-80), and a 7.5 percent increase each 
of the last two years of the pact. 

Other contract changes included an 
increase in the uniform allowance from 
$50 to $60 a year for Food Service 
Workers and $20 to $30 a year for 
cashiers. 


The maternity leave provision 
equivalent to the state statute waB also 
added to the contract. 

The vacation policy was changed to 
give employees with five years service 
three weeks of vacation and employees 
with 10 years of service four weeks 
vacation. This change brings the 
vacation clause into line with most other 
town and school employees.' 

The contract was signed by the union 
(Local 1073, Council 93, AFSCME, AFL- 
CIO) and the School Committee Nov. 3 
The Town Meeting’s vote last week 
provided funds for the first two years of 
the contract. The third year of the pact 
will go before the Spring Town Meeting 
for appropriation.

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Hospice Lecture T opic Of Meeting 


Easing the pains and pangs of the 
terminally ill, aiding the families of those 
involved both before and after the death 
of the patient and the training of 
volunteers to assist in these goals are all 
parts of the Hospice movement. 

These concerns will be covered in a 
slide presentation given by Patricia 
Dunn, R.N. and Marjorie Purves of the 
U. of Mass. Medical Center in Worcester 
when they speak to the Open Meeting of 
the Women of Epiphany at Hadley Hall in 
Winchester Thursday, Nov. 18. 

The Palliative Care Service con¬ 
ducted by the Medical Center in Wor¬ 
cester uses both professional and 
volunteer teams to provide the services 
needed both in the hospital and the home. 

More popularly known as “Hospice” 
care involves keeping the patient within 
the home, whenever and wherever it is 
feasible, so that the family may have as 
much time as possible in nearly normal 
surroundings with the terminally ill 
patient. 

When medical conditions make it 
imperative that the patient return to the 
hospital, the atmosphere is far more 
home-like than that in a usual hospital 
unit. 

A special kitchen enables family and 
volunteers to prepart* food that the 
patient likes or is accustomed to. The 
rooms are cheerful and special areas 


make family visiting less contrained. 
The family itself is counselled on how to 
keep the patient happy and how to 
prepare for and face death without fear. 

The speakers have worked with social 
agencies within the Worcester area. 

Dunn served first as Consultant and is 
now Director-Nursing coordinator for the 
Palliative Care Service, Medical Center, 
Worcester. 

Purvis, Co-ordinator of Volunteers 
brings experience in Community service 
to the training and education of the 
volunteer program 

The meeting is open to all persons 
interested in the Hospice movement. It 
will begin with a social hour at 12:15, 
followed by luncheon, served by Marti 
Crawford, Jackie Leonard and Janet 
Beal at 12:45.

Committee Approved 

A three-member citizens committee 
to advise the Board of Selectmen on the 
care and maintenance of Wildwood 
Cemetery will be appointed following a 
vote Monday by Town Meeting. 

The committee concept, which grew 
out of an earlier article calling for the 
creation of a board to supervise the 
cemetery, thus removing its control from 
the Department of Public Works, drew 
support from Selectman Michael Saraco 
who termed the idea "a terrific" one. 

The earlier article, number 21 on the 
warrant, had been ruled out of order by 
moderator John Sullivan. 

In the committee concept before Town 
Meeting, Harrison Chadwick, who had 
introduced the earlier article, stressed 
that the committee would Berve in an 
advisory capacity only without authority 
to act. 

Selectmen Chairman Wade Welch 
said a majority of the Board of Selectmen 
did not favor the concept. Finance 
Committee Chairman Bob Frank said his 
group also recommended unfavorable 
action on the committee concept. 

However, Saraco said Selectmen 
didn't have the time to do the planning on 
the cemetery and the voice vote on the 
concept approved the creation of the 
panel. 

Goal Reached 

In a report to Town Meeting con¬ 
cerning the Fund Winchester’s Future 
Drive, a move to match a $18,600 ap¬ 
propriation voted last fall to employ an 
economic development coordinator to 
study the revitalization of the downtown 
area, drive co-chairperson Marcia 


Saltmarsh said the goal of matching the 
appropriation had been reached. 

She said the effort had exceeded its 
goal and that officials hoped to hire the 
coordinator by the first of the year. 

Funds Appropriated 

Town Meeting voted Monday to ap¬ 
propriate $600 far use in a study of the 
Holton street area. 

That appropriation drew support from 
Selectmen and the Finance Committee.

Introduced To 
Opera Program 

The Mystic School Parents 
Association recently presented an 
enrichment program called 
"Introduction to Opera." 

Performed by young audiences, the 
program was funded in part by the 
Massachusetts Council on the Arts and 
Humanities, a state agency whose funds 
are recommended by the Governor and 
appropriated by the State Legislature.

It's the nation's third biggest killer, 
yet the symptoms and effects of diabetes 
are misunderstood by many of the 10 
million diabetics who live in the U.S. 

To try to heighten public awareness of 
this complex disease which annually kills 
300,000 Americans, the American 
Diabetes Association has declared 
November Diabetes Month. 

Diabetes is a major health problem 
that is rapidly growing, with experts 
predicting that as many as 20 million 
Americans may have the disease by 1906. 

Diabetes affects people of all ages and 
is basically brought on by the body’s 
inability to make proper use of foods — 
especially carbohydrates found in the 
form of sugars and staches. Caused at 
least partially by heredity, the root of 
diabetes lies in the body’s lack of insulin 
production, a hormone generated by the 
pancreas — a large gland located behind 
the stomach. 

The insulin hormone is a vital 
ingredient in the physical process 
required to convert glucose sugar 
received from food into the energy 
needed to maintain a healthy body. 
Without enough insulin, glucose ac¬ 
cumulates in the blood until some of this 
surplus is eliminated by the kidneys 
through urine, explaining why the most 
simple medical detection procedures for 
diabetes involve blood testing and 
urinalysis. 

Dr. Donald Colantino, an internist at 
Winchester Hospital says, "Despite its 
prevalence, certain opinions on the 
nature and cause of diabetes remain 
controversial. Though there'B no doubt 
that diabetes is directly related to 
heredity factors (if your parents or a 
close relative had diabetes, then there’s 
an increased chance of your being 
diabetic) many people can develop 
diabetes without having any previous 
incidence in their family. Disease of the 
pancreas, an Inherited virus, and a 
tendency toward diabetes dormant from 
birth are additional theories on the 
origins of the disease. Around 80 percent 
of diabetics are overweight, and this 
prompts discussion on the possibility that 
the disease may be brought on by the 
pancreas' being forced to overwork in 


compensation for body size or, Inversely, 
whether a deficient supply of insulin 
makes a person eat more to get nourish¬ 
ment and energy. Htere's many ’chicken 
or egg' type theories surrounding why 
people get diabetes," Dr Colantino 
concludes. 

There are basically two forms of 
diabetes, the moat common being the 
"adult-onset" variety. Some symptoms 
of this slow developing disease are 
drowsiness and easy fatigue, blurred 
vision, numbness and pain in the ex¬ 
tremities, and the slow healing of cuts 
and scratches — particularly in the feel. 

Frequently developing in overweight 
individuals 35 and older, "adult-onset” Is 
a milder strain of the disease caused by 
the blockage of Insulin flow and by the 
pancreas cells' resistance to insulin 
action. As a result, the absorption of 
glucose into muscles and tissues is 
disrupted, causing a damaging ac¬ 
cumulation of glucose in the blood. Half 
of those who develop diabetes after age 
35 can control the disease through 
following a well balanced diet designed to 
maintain a proper blood sugar level.•» 
Exercise ia another effective technique 
which helps the body's insulin do its 
work, as well aa shedding any excess 
weight. Oral medications, whose ef¬ 
fectiveness is questioned by many, and 
Insulin injections are used when diet and 
exercise atone do not sufficiently control 
diabetes. 

The more severe and less common 
strain of diabetes Is "juvenile diabetes" 
seen in about five percent of diabetics 
and generally developing between the 
ages of two and forty. The first signs of 
"juvenile diabetes” usually include 
constant urination, abnormal thirst, 
hunger, rapid weight loss, weakness and 
nausea. The physical causes of this 
diabetes, similar to those seen in the 
"adult-onset” variety, are more 
dangerous mainly because they appear 
abruptly and can develop rapidly with 
acute symptoms. Juvenile diabetics are 
almost always insulin dependent and, if 
their condition goes untreated, the sugar 
build-up can lead to a poisoning of the 
system, causing possible coma and 
death. 


Ellen Mulvey, a patient education 
coordinator in Winchester Hospital's 
“Diabetic Teaching Program", an 
education and follow-up aeries for 
diabetic patients and their families, cites 
that, “Diabetes is present throughout the 
Winchester community at about the 
same ratio as seen in the national 
statistics. Last year we had over 100 area 
patients participate In our teaching 
program.” 

The diabetes program at Winchester 
Hospital is structured to encourage 
patients toward self-care as a learning 
experience and is aimed at the 
educational needs of new diabetic 
patients and as a monitoring supplement 
for diabetics who have learned to live 
with their disease. "The whole point of 
the program is for the patient to get 
actively involved in their care inside the 
hospital and at home,” says Mulvey. 

To enhance the diabetic’s personal 
care, the Diabetic Teaching Program 
features discussions on exercise — how 
much to do and how it affects blood 
sugar; diet — what to eat and how to 
handle a restricted diet; Insulin — how to 
give self-injections and the use of oral 
agents; what to do on sick days — in¬ 
cluding the kiilds of things that should be 
eaten and how much insulin to take; and 
general hygiene and preventive first aid 
aimed at avoiding damaging infection. 

Though, as yet, there Is no cure for 
diabetes, with proper care and early 
detection, the millions of Americans 
affected by this hidden disease can ex¬ 
pect to live long and healthy lives. 
Spurred by the efforts of the American 
Diabetes Association, research is con¬ 
stantly going on throughout the world 
scientific community toward finding 
preventive techniques and possible cure 
for diabetes, with some of the most 
important research presently lying In the 
areas of Insulin development, artificial 
pancreas and beta cell (insulin producing 
ceils) transplantation.

A Long Day For The Gridders; 
Burlington Passes Them By, 24-7 


No Surprise - Laurie Glynn Best In EMass Meet

It didn’t take long For Eastern 
Massachusetts runners to learn what 
Middlesex League runners have known 
since September. That freshman Laurie 
Glynn is good. 

With over 150 girls competing, Glynn 
again walked away with a first place 
finish, helping the team to a second place 
finish overall in the Division 2 com¬ 
petition.

Their combined score of 68 was a 
solid 20 pts. better than Winchester’s 88. 

Senior tri-captain Mary Boland took 
17th place in the meet. She lead a pack of 
three Winchester runners which helped 
assure Ihem the second place showing. 

Junior Eileen Conley ran a strong 


race. She came three seconds behind 
Boland, and in 18th place. 

Sophomore Jean Senna placed eight 
seconds behind Conley with a time of 
20:52. "Jean hung right in there,” 
Maloney said in appreciation of Senna’s 
19th place finish. 

Lauren Fryklund was hampered by a 
painful leg problem, but still managed to 
finish in 33rd place. Maloney said it was 
a, “courageous feat that she could run.” 
He said that during practice she had been

There was no pounding on the walls, 
no kicking in the doors. 

There were no cries of bad officials or 
protestations of "if only.,.” 

The Winchester football team got 
beaten Saturday by Burlington. Plain 
and simple. 

"There was no turning point," Coach 
Manny Marshall shrugged afterwards. 
"Last week we got beat by a team 
(Watertown) that was sky high for us, 
but a team I still think we were better 
than. ThiB week we got beat by a better 
team." 

And, indeed, the Sachems were never 
In the game, not really. The final was 24- 
7. It was 14-0 at the half and 21-7 after 
three quarters. The statistics showed 
Burlington with 307 yards total offense 
and 16 first downs to 234 yards and 10 first 
downs for Winchester. 

But it was not that close. 

The Red Devils, now at 6-2 <6-1 in the 
league), dominated this game of¬ 
fensively and defensively, It made the 
big plays, it made the little plays. 

Offensivley, the starB for Burlington 
were not surprises. Quarterback Sean 


Maguire was eight for 10 passing for 124 
yards, two touchdown passes, one touch¬ 
down rushing and a three-yard com¬ 
pletion for a two-point conversion. 

Halfback Steve Strachan piled up 145 
yards on 21 carries, 130 of those yards 
coming in the first half as he became well 
acquainted with the Sachem secondary. 
Very well acquainted. 

And the receivers did their bit, as 
advertised. Randy Brown pulled in three 
tosses for 47 yards and one touchdown.

By far. 

Seven of the Sachems first downs 
came after the Red Devils had roiled up a 
21-0 lead.

A healthy, or relatively healthy Gary 
Errico couldn’t make the difference 
either as he gained just 23 yards on 11 
carries.

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Kate Mitchell: 

Law Led 
To Wood

The line Kate Mitchell’s career has followed seems anything but 
linear. 

Law led to carpentry. 

Warrants to wood. 

Her work life now centers aroyrfd her Winchester-based car¬ 
pentry service. 

It has been four years now *fnce she was a practicing attorney. 
The switch from working with words to working with wood is one 
she's glad she made. 

“I practiced and taught for five years," she explained, "but I 
really wasn't happy. I decided it was more Important to do 
something you like. One day I Just said, 'Wait a minute."’ 

Undergraduate work led to law school at Boston College. Boston 
College led to law practices in Boston, New York and Vermont. 

Kate was five years into her practice when she decided to become 
a carpenter. 

"Its weird," she said, "lots of people drop-out and get their act 
together in college. I didn't." 

Law led to carpentry. 

"I took courses along the way," said Kate of herwork with wood. 
"When I lawyered, I really lawyered." 

She brought the same fervor to her work with wood. 

Her major introduction to carpentry came at the Shelter Institute 
in Bath, Maine, which provided a three-week, intensive, hands-on 
course. 

Kate then built a garage for North Shore Community College. 

Then came an apprenticeship with two other women, working 
under the name of Women’s Woodwork. 

What followed was restoration work, "cosmetic work," Kate 
calls It, on houses in the area. That work included the restoration of a 
porch, circa 3880, In Cambridge. 

Kate is now an independent carpenter who subcontracts work 
from Women's Woodwork. 

Her work with wood is something beyond a job; more than a place 
to spend eight hours a day. 

Its the process of creating. 

"I just love the element,” she said. "One of the wonderful things 
about working with wood is that its concrete. Its tangible enough that 
I can look at it whenTm-dorle aift say, "I did J^^jjiiljob. I created 
something.^! U f ^ 

Such tangible evict6hce'0f creation is not so apparent in law. 

"Its difficult to do that sort of thing in law," Kate explained. 
"Whatever the Judge tells you is not always a good indication of the 
sort of job you've done." 

Kate sees herself as a builder, but of shelters rather than in¬ 
dustries. 

"I’m really committed to New England," she said. "I’d like to see 
all of us be able to live here for the next 100 or 200 years." 

T. e reactions to her career in a non-traditional role have been 
varied. 

"They range from "Women can’t do this sort of work" to others,"’ 
Kate said. 

Women, she has found, react much better. 

"Women usually have a great deal of respect for the work," Kate 
explained. "They know I’ll do a good job and they feel safe with me 
in the house.” 

Some of the calls Kate receives are In the vein of "women must do 
the work cheaper. ’ ’ 

It is a reaction she has learned to handle. 

"I charge for estimates," she explained. "If people are acting In 
good faith, if they give me the job, the estimate charge Is refunded." 

Kate works alone and with crews of one, two, three or four 
women. 

While she says she has no regrets concerning her career switch, 
there are times when the security her law practice offered seems 
attractive. 

"I don’t have any regrets," Kate said. "I can have bad times, 
though. It was so easy to be on salary. And, its hard to create 
everyday." 

Bad days aside, what remains is what Kate has discovered about 
working. 

’ ‘I think we as women can do just about anything we want. We can 
become builders." 

And she’s discovered something else; something much more 
basic. 

"Every human being has a right to be satisfied in their work," 
she said. 

And Kate Mitchell is satisfied, with her work and with herself. 

Law led to carpentry. 

Carpentry led Kate to Kate.

Editor’s Note: The following is the 
ninth in a series submitted by Winchester 
Hospital on planned construction at the 
Highland avenue facility. 

The proposed construction and 
renovation project is intended to provide 
by 1985 two parking spaces per bed for a 
total of 440 spaces. This objective is 
consistent with federal standards and is 
less than the number requested in the 
application filed in 1976 with the Public 
Health Department. 

The 440 space objective is also con¬ 
servative when contrasted with typical 
community hospital standards. Yet it is 
especially appropriate considering the 
limitations of the existing site, the 
capacities of the surrounding residential 
streets and the intent of the local zoning

Milton Hospital reports Its current 
capacity is inadequate and is planning an 
additional 107 spaces; the resulting ratio 
would be 2.48 spaces per medical- 
surgical bed. 

Norwood Hospital also reports 
inadequate capacity and is planning a 
total of 550 spaces, producing a ratio of 
2,80 spaces per medical-surgical bed.

Winchester Hospital and its neighbors 
share an interest in addressing an in¬ 
tolerable parking problem. 

Moreover, both residential and 
hospital interests will benefit from in¬ 
creased on-site capacity and the 
resulting relief from curb parking within 
the adjacent neighborhood. Letters 
received from many local organizations 
indicate a significant public interest in 
alleviating the congestion now plaguing 
the Hospital and the surrounding neigh¬ 
borhood. 

The garage with a capacity of 305 
cars, will be constructed on the site and 
will contain a total of 98,190 gross square 
feet. Every effort has been made in the 
design to assure that it presents the least 
aesthetic obstruction to the residential or 
hospital settings. Its low profile is 
designed to take advantage of the 
existing topography while its access 
patterns are consistent with the existing 
use of the surrounding streets. Set-backs 
and landscaping together with the ad¬ 
ditional open space generated by

Thinking of investing? Then there 
are some publications you might 
look at when you visit the Business 
Table in the reference room at the 
Library. 

One of them is “Standard & 
Poor’s Industry Surveys ’. This will 
give you descriptive material about 
productivity possibilities in an in¬ 
dustry as well as graphs on market 
action, sales, income, etc. 

In the field of electronic data 
processing, this publication 
forecasts that “Data processing is at 
the threshold of a new era...com¬ 
puter systems and technological 
developments for the 1980’s should 
fall into a great variety of pat¬ 
terns...new computers will be more 
evolutionary in nature in the early 
1980's but far more revolutionary in 
the late 19B0's and 1990’s.” 

The United States, for instance, is 
expected to ship world-wide in 1980 
l 6‘/2 billion dollars worth of general 
purpose computers. The value of 
these shipments could rise to over 20 
billion dollars worth in 1984. 

This publication also takes into 
account in its survey of this par¬ 
ticular industry what is going on in 
other countries which might affect 
the U, S. market. What about the 
development of the computer 
products in Japan? There have been 
predictions that the Japanese by 


1990 could overtake 18 percent of the 
U.S. computer market. 

If you are looking for information 
about mutual funds, you might 
glance at “Investment Companies, 
1980” pul out by the Wiesenberger 
Financial Services. It is an annual 
compendium, giving a wide range of 
information on investment com¬ 
panies. It gives statistical history, a 
mention of special services, officers, 
etc. Interestingly enough, in looking 
through the graphs of investment 
returns, it appears that mutual 
funds did not do so well in the mid 
1970’S. 

Thinking of municipal bonds? 
“Moody’s Analytical Overview of 25 
Leading U.S. Cities”, published by 
Moody’s Investors Service, Inc., has 
a general rating as to credit, an 
' analysis of economic and social 
factors, governmental factors, and 
so forth. Several cities got a triple 
“A” rating, but no so Boston. 

These are only a few of the 
publications which could be of 
assistance to the investor. Don't 
forget “The Wall Street Journal", 
which not only focuses on tax reports 
and what’s new in business, finance, 
and world-wide news, but also on the 
new fashionable trends of the times. 

One of its latest items for Nov. 5 
was what millions of women read 
avidly: historical romances.

Lecture Deals 
With School 
Problems Nov. 20 


At II a.m. the phone rings. Mother 
receives a call from school. Johnny Is 
sick and wants to go home. This incident 
is not unusual. Johnny has left school ill 
five times In the past month. 

Physical illness is not the problem for 
Johnny. He does not like school and uses 
sickness to avoid school. 

"Children give many Indications that 
they don't want to go to school", says 
Mary SanMartlno, Director of the 
Lexington branch of Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Center Asoclatlon, Inc. 
"Some children are sick in the morning 
or have a headache; others are sent 
home from school; while many children 
act out in the claBBroom." 

Parents of children who resist going to 
school face difficult decisions on how to 
handle this situation. SanMartlno thinks 
a firm, but supportive position is needed. 
Parents should encourage children to go 
to school if the child is not sick; although 
a mother's sympathy and empathy may 
interfere with needed firmness. 

Why children have a difficult time 
accepting school varies. A four or five- 
year-old, fearful and away from mother 
for the first time, finds the separation 
difficult. Other children may feel 
rejected when they are sent to school and 
mother or father is home with a sibling. 

Illness or stress in the family may 
also encourage children to want to stay at 
home while an upsetting event at school 
with peers or a teacher discourages a 
child from liking school. 

Reluctance to attend school can be 
stopped if caught early. Often It is hard 
for a parent to intervene and be con¬ 
sistent with a child because of the 
parents own feelings.

School" Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Center Association, Inc. is sponsoring a 
free lecture on Thursday night, Nov. 20 
from 7:30-8:30 p.m. at Sacred Heart 
Church, Follen Road, Lexington.

Meeting Okays Bartlett Move

After lengthy and often fruitless 
debate since the Spring Town Meeting, 
the Bartlett .School was finally given the 
okay to move from the Wyman to the 
Rarkhursl School next summer. 

And the predicted problems of what to 
do with the Wyman School was easily and 


quickly resolved when Town Meeting last 
week authorized the Selectmen and the 
Alternative School Use Committee to 
solicit condominium proposals for the 
Church street property. The con 
dominium conversion received near 
unanimous support of the Wyman neigh¬ 
borhood. 


So just when everything appeared 
settled a misunderstanding over wording 
in the lease between the Bartlett School 
and the town has surfaced. 

Under a draft Selectman Chairman 
Wade Welch thought had been informally 
agreed to by both sides, the Bartlett 
would have a five-year lease for the 


Town MeetingTo Handle Cuts 


The final say on where $648,000 in 
budget reductions made necessary by 
Proposition 2.5 will be made will be in the 
hands of Town Meeting and not the 
Selectmen and other town boards. 

Town Meeting ordered that the 
Selectmen come back on Dec 4 with a list 
of recommended budget cuts for their 
approval, over the objections of the 
Selectmen and against the advice of 
Stale Rep. Sherman “Whip” Sallmarsh 
“Our policy is going to be to reduce 
expenditures by $650,000,’* Selectman 
Chairman Wade Welch said at last 


week's session. “We are going to reduce 
our expenditures. We are not going to run 
.this town in the red.” 

Sallmarsh agreed that the faster the 
town decided where the cuts would be 
made, the better off it would be. “I urge 
you to leave it up to the selectmen and the 
respective boards. It's well inlcntioned 
(motion to give Town Meeting the final 
say) but it’s going to open a real can of 
worms," he said.. 

The $648,000 in cuts is the figure Town 
Comptroller Alphonse Kaggiano has 
calculated to be the impact of the 


reduction in the auto excise tax that goes 
into effect Dec. 4. Under Prop, 2.5, the 
excise tax is reduced from $66 per 
thousand to $25 per thousand. 

Welch asked that the Selectmen and 
other necessary town boards be allowed 
to make the reductions on their own. 
Town Meeting disagreed. 

An amendment offered by David 
Mortensen, 6 Alesworth ave., changed 
the wording of the article from allowing 
the Selectmen to “iniliate policy and

When he told Town Meeting that’s 
what the anticipated deal would include, 
Bartlett Attorney Robert Graves in¬ 
formed him he had a totally different 
understanding of the agreement. 

Graves said his understanding of the 
lease agreement, which has yet to be 
executed, was that Bartlett would have 
the sole authority lo decide whether to 
renew the lease after five years and that 
the Selectmen did not have power of 
approval. 

“It's something we have to work out," 
Graves said. "The details of the terms 
have not been agreed to but 1 don’t an¬ 
ticipate there being any problems." 

Welch expressed total surprise al 
Graves' understanding of the lease. 

“My understanding was that after 
five years the Selectmen could throw 
them (Bartlett) out if they were a lousy 
tenant,” Welch said. ”1 don’t know where 
we missed connections but Bob (Graves) 
apparently disagreed. But 1 have to tell 
you, 1 was honestly surprised. 1 didn’t 
think there was anything to negotiate and 
thul’s still (Selectmen approval) what 
I'm going to work for." 

Other terms of the draft agreement 
that both sides apparently agree to are 
that the rent will start at $ 16,000 for the 
first year and increase by $ 2,000 each 
year until 1986. If the lease is renewed the 
rent would be determined by using 
$24,000 as a base and adding the cost of 
living increase for Aug. 1, 1986 

Also, Bartlett will not be able to 
subleuse the building without approval of 
the Selectmen and maintenance and 
repairs except for major structural

worked out, the fate of the vacant schools 
has been resolved. The Bartlett to 
Parkhurst move received the support of 
the Selectmen, the Finance Committee 
and most of the Parkhurst neighborhood. 

William Cacl, a Parkhurst neigh¬ 
borhood resident who has pushed for 
condominiums or single-family house 
lots on the site, complained that the lease 
was not specific enough and offered three 
amendments intended to be included in 
any lease agreement. 

The three amendments were all 
defeated by Town Meeting voters. One 
called for a change in the rent structure 
that would put the rent at no less than 75 
percent of the fair market value of the 
building and grounds. 

The Becond requested a clear 
deliniation of uses of the building to 
prevent the future expansion of the 
Bartlett school to possibly a high school, 
Junior college or regular college and to 
limit the hours of operation. 

The final amendment asked that the 
lease be reduced* from 10 years to four 
yearB. 

Both Welch and Finance Committee 
Chairman Robert Frank opposed the 
amendments and urged approval of the 
Bartlett to Parkhurst move. Both men 
asserted that the private Kindergarten 


through Grade Eight school was an asset 
to the town and that it had near 
unanimous support of the neighborhood. 

"If you like the Bartlett School and 
you think the neighborhood views carry 
great weight then I urge you most 
respectfully to vote for the article," 
Welch told the meeting. 

Frank argued that the sale of the 
Parkhurst for $150,000 to develop nine 
single-family house, lots would rot 
generate significantly more income for 
the town than moving Bartlett into the 
building. 

He maintained that nine lots sold at 
$135,000 each would generate about 
$30,000 in tax revenues for the town. But 
after school costs for children in the nine 
homes and community services for the 
homes were added up the total annual 
revenue to the town would be closer to 
$15,000-118,000. 

By having Bartlett lease the property, 
the town could hang onto the building and 
have the school available should the birth 
rate reverse itself in the future. 

He pointed out that in 1970 there were 
5,500 students in the Winchester school 
system and now that was reduced to just 
3,770. 

“You cannot say whether 15 years 
from now there will be 5,500 kids in the 


school system," Frank said. "It’s too - 
hard to predict 10, 15, 20 years down the 
road what the enrollment will be and you 
would be Tooling yourself if you thought 
you could. On balance, I think it’s the 
wise thing to protect ourselves against 
the things wc can’l anticipate.” 

Cad argued in vain that the rent 
Bartlett pays the town is still loo low. 
"The Bartlett School is an asset to the 
community and I'd like to see it stay 
here," Cacl said. "But I'd just like to see 
them pay their fair share." 

Frank disagreed. "Getting lop dollar 
for the property is not the most important 
thing right now," he repealed. 

The Wyman neighborhood residents, 
meanwhile, came to a quick agreement 
on what they thought should be done with 
the Wyman School, Meeting the night 
before the Town Meeting, the neigh¬ 
borhood voted 31-3 to convert the 
property into condominiums. 

An amendment asking for solicitation 
of bids for bulb condominium conversion 
and multi-family rental development 
was defeated. 

Re-Use Committee Chairman Charles 
Tseckarcs said because of financial 
reasons it would not be reasonable to 
convert the property into apartments 
based on his experiences in converting

the Washington School into con¬ 
dominiums. 

For it to be a feasible project for a 
developer, he would have to charge as 
much as $950 rent to make money on the 
deal, Tseckares said. 

Another suggestion that the Wyman 
School be considered for a youth center 
or community center was also reiected. 

FinCom member Helen Phllliou said 
because of Prop. 2.5 her earlier proposal 
to transform the school into a community 
center that would include a day care 
center as well as facilities for the elderly 
and the youth was now unfeasible. 

“I saw it as a way to get the most 
people of all kinds into the building. But 
as much as I wanted to be creative, it’s 
just not the time," she added. She ex¬ 
plained that although a similar set-up 
was now working successfully in Con¬ 
cord, that facility took five years to 
become self-sufficient. 

The Re-Use Committee will now use 
the same procedure on soliciting bids for 
the Wyman condo conversion and hope to 
have a recommendation ready for Spring 
Town Meeting.

Parents of Winchester High School 
athletes with complaints about the 
program should ask the coach to address 
the problem and if they aren’t satisfied 
with his response, bring the matter to 
Athletic Director William Colella's at¬ 
tention. 

That was the primary message 
delivered to a group of about 30 onlookers 
at the School Committee’s meeting last 
week that dealt with the philosophy of 
sports al Winchester High School. 

The two-hour long session addressed 
various issues including how sports are 
selected, how coaches are selected, how 
letters are awarded and what is the 
general philosophy in Winchester. 

But the most talked about subject 
proved to be what parents should do if 
they are not pleased or have questions 
about the program their child is par¬ 
ticipating in. 

"There is a fear of reprisal because of 
complaints by parents against their kids. 
It does happen At least people think so," 
said School Committee member Mary 
Jean Weylman. 

"I don't buy that and I’ll tell you 
why." Colella answered. "If I heard a 
parent went to a coach (with a com¬ 
plaint i and then wasn't giving that boy or 
girl a chance and I seriously believed 
that then he would probably have trouble 
getting recommended again," he said, 
explaining that coaching jobs are one- 
year appointments with annual 
evaluations of the staff by Colella. 

"1 would not like to think that any of 
my couches would take advantage of any 
child because a parent approached 
them," Colella added. 

Weylman remained unconvinced. 
"It’s a fact of life. They (parents) are 
definitely hesitant." 

One.parent in the audience, Daniel 
Serieka of Lincoln street, insisted it was 
a parents' responsibility to approach the 
coach or Colella if there were any 
problems. He explained that he once had 
differences with a coach of his child and 
when he went to him, "the reaction to me 
was positive. A pareht has to take 
responsibility. If you don’t have the 
courage of your convictions then I don’t 
think you should sit back and criticize," 
he added. 


School Committee member Constance 
Papas asked Colella about "word of 
mouth" complaints of the coaching staff 
at Lhe high school. 

"There seems to be a general 
dissatisfaction with the coaching in 
Winchester. 1 don’t know whether it’s 
valid or not. It's a word of mouth at¬ 
titude. If you say your coaches are as 
good as you think they are then I say 
you've got do do a little better selling job. 
Not to me but to the public,” Papas said. 

"1 can't do anything unless people 
come to me with the criticisms,” Colella 
replied. 

The other primary area of discussion 
centered around the philosophy adhered 
to at WHS, concerning the importance of 
winning and levels of participation. 

Colella said at the freshmen, 
sophomore and junior varsity level the 
goal is to get everybody to play. Period. 

"Al the subvarsity level all should 
play us much as possible. And the games 
I attend 1 try to make sure that is 
followed. We don’t try to win cham¬ 
pionships at the freshmen or JV level,’’ 
Colella said. 

"But at the varsity level it’s a dif- 1 
ferent situation. Our philosophy is to play 
the best players with substituting only as 
the need or situation dictates, It can be 
very difficult for the person who doesn’t 
play," he concluded. 

And that led to the question of what 
the goals are for the coaches. Is there a 
win-at-any-cost philosophy at Winchester 
High School? 

"The primary goal of any coach is to 
teach good sportsmanship but certainly 
at the varsity level it’s to win those 
games. But not at all costs," he said. 

Colella, citing the success of the 
athletic program that last year had 
Winchester' ranked ninth among the 55 
Division 1 schools, said the yearly 
evaluation process insured that good 
coaches remained and that poor ones 
eventually get dismissed. 

"We don’t really judge coaches on 
their win-loss record. We have some 
coaches who have not had as much- 
success as other coaches but are very 
good coaches,” Colella said.

Working in concert with the Outreach 
Group and the Mystic Valley Mental 
Health, she spent manv hours, even days. 


in crisis situations involving personal 
problems of deep concern to her working 
on single or family problems, and 
followed through until a solution was 
found. Her selfless concern for others 
was always much in evidence, and her 
sunny disposition often laced with 
humor, is well known to us all. Sara is an 
extremely well-balanced, well organized 
person, bright, perceptive, and a fine 
listener, Over and beyond her duties as 
Administrator, she also pursued persona! 
contacts with many other senior 
organizations and their administrators 
throughout our area, learning much from 
eacli and benefiting the Jenks Senior 
Center with the “know-how" she gained. 

“Among the achievements Sara felt 
happiest to have contributed to were our 
now flourishing Widowed-to-Widowed 
Group, a s7pportivc group for the 
bereaved, and, after countless hours of 
work with and through the Council on 
Aging, the recently-signed contract with 
Minuleman Home Cure Corp., which will 
enable our seniors to obtain legnl aid and 
home care, among other services, when 
needed. She also spent much time, along 
with others, in bringing Meals-on-Whcels 
to our town, and had she stayed longer, 
would have ardently pursued moderate- 
income housing for our senior citizens, 
which is one of her deep concerns. 

“Sara, we will find you hard to 
replace, and we all wish you success and 
happiness in your future. We're sad that 
it won't be spent with US! God bless 
you!" 

Dilton was horn in New York but 
moved to Winchester at the age of eight 
and graduated from Winchester High 
School in 1969.

The campaign to raise $ 16,600 in 
private donations to match an equivalent 
commitment of town funds for the 
coordinator marked the first time such a 
jxisition has been funded equally by the 
public and private sectors, according to 
Boston Internal Kevenue Service of¬ 
ficials. 

The campaign was phenomenally 
successful. After less than four months, 
the committee raised more than $20,000.

Chamber Executive Vice President Rita 
Spence said the surplus over and above 
the$ 16 , 60 U is in the bank earning interest 
and will be used to offset administrative 
expenses as well as to help staff th° 
coordinator’s office. 

Chamber President Robert Nickerson 
praised the committee for "a fantastic 
job." Committee Co-chairman Neal 
Harte told the group that the $20,000 
raised by the committee came almost 
equally from business men and private 
citizens. Of 221 contributors, 106 were nol 
businessmen or Chamber members. 
"That kind of commitment shows a real 
concern on the part of all as to where we 
are headed as a town," said Harte. 

The other Committee Co-Chairman, 
Marcia Saltmarsh, turned over a letter of 
commitment for $16,6000 to Selectman 
Wade Welch and FinCom Chairman 
Robert Frank. She also said a committee 
of six — three appointed by the town 
manager and three from the Chamber 
and residents — will recruit candidates 
for the coordinator's position and 
hopefully hire someone by January 1 

Stale Senator Samuel Rotondi told the 
group that "business and government 
can no longer throw stones at one 
another. 

"Never before have we needed a 
partnership like this (between the public 
and private sectors) so much," said 
Rotondi. 

The Chaml>er's Committee began the 
campaign in July. The need for com¬ 
prehensive economic development was 
recognized by the town as far hack as the 
19G0s, but it was not until the spring 1980 
Town Meeting that Winchester actually 
allocated money provided the Chamber 
of Commerce could raise the remaining 
halt ot the funds. 

"We suspected we could be setting a 
precedent," said Spence. "It wasn't till 
we were filing lor Fund Winchester's 
Future tax-exempt status that the 
Internal Revenue Service informed us 
that this was a national first."

Pay Hikes (H 3289) - ConCon 
approved 109-72, an amendment 
prohibiting legislators from 
voting themselves a pay raise 
unless an election comes bet¬ 
ween the date of approval and 
the date it takes effect. The 
amendment also requires that 
pay raises must be set only "by 
open vote in both branches," and 
prohibits legislators from tying 
their salaries to those of any 
state employees. Supporters, 
noting that voters rejected the 
Halloween pay raises by a 9 to 1 
margin In the November elec¬ 
tion, argued the measure 
protects the public’s right to 
know by requiring a roll call vote 
on any hikes. They pointed out it 
also prohibits legislators from 
hiking their own salaries by 
allowing them only to approve 
hikes for the next elected 
legislature. Some opponents said 
the bill Is poorly drawn and lll- 
concelved. They said it prevents 
hiking the salaries of a sitting 
legislature no matter how right 
or necessary it may be. Many 
contended the 9 to 1 vote against 
the Halloween hike was more a 
vote against the method used, 
and was not a mandate for this 
amendment. (A "Yea” vote is 


for the amendment. A "Nay” 
vote is against 111.

There were flashing lights in 
tile floor, and the table, a sanded 
wooden disk mounted on a metal 
barrel, was too far away from 
the stage to offer a clear view of 
the band.

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Cut Recreation 

EDITOR OK T1IK STAR: 

As a result of Proposition 2lfc t Win¬ 
chester must cut its budgets by $650,000. 
A Town Meeting will be held December 4 
to reduce budgets, and 1 would like to 
suggest to the Town Meeting members 
that serious consideration be given to 
culling our excessive recreation budget. 
This budget (No. 3200) has been going up 
in leaps and bounds, and is now $125,800. 

Kenneth Cereghino, our present 
Recreation Director, receives a salary of 
$446 per week. His assistant, Chris Clark, 
receives $231 per week, and the secretary 
receives $101 per week for eighteen hours 
work. 

A substantial amount of money can be 
saved by reducing the recreation budget 
to a summer program. There is 
duplication of programs between the 
Recreation Department and the School 
Department, so eliminating the winter 
Recreation Department program will not 
adversely affect Winchester's 
youngsters. At a time when many major 
corporations and all municipalities must 
operate on austerity budgets, eliminating 
duplicate services shouldn’t be too 
painful for Winchester. 

In addition to holding the position of 
Director of Recreation, Cereghino is alsd 
Vice President of Recreation Resources, 
Inc,, of Natick. The other members of his 
private outfit are: Michael J, Rourke 
(President), Lawrence Crowley (Con¬ 
sultant >, and Lawrence Gaine (Con¬ 
sultant). It is very interesting to me to 
find that Recreation Resources 
promotional material is readily available 
in Winchester, I keep wondering whether 
or not Mr. Cereghino’s private consulting 
service is a promotional program on the 
part of our Recreation Director at the 
taxpayer's expense. 

Of course, seeing as how Mr. 
Cereghino can move so easily to private 
consulting, the taxpayers can be relieved 
that cutting the recreation budget will 
not deprive the Recreation Director of a 
job.

I can't resist responding to Rupert 
Kughin's letter entitled "Loan Blasted", 
because half truths are loo commonly 
accepted in our country and shouldn’t be 
allowed to go unanswered. 

What he doesn’t mention is that if Ex- 
lm Bank and The Overseas Private 
Investment Corporation were involved in 
the combined amount of $496 million, 
then U.S. exports of goods and services 
would also have to have been involved to 
at least an equivalent amount. 

U,S. exports provide jobs to 
Americans, provide profits to American 
industry, help keep the dollar strong and 
tend to restrain inflationary forces. 

The Ex-Im Bank, and OPIC, support 
exports by financing these exports at 
rales competitive with similari 
organizations of other countries. It is 
often Ex-lm Bank financing that wins the 
deal for American industry over com¬ 
peting offers from The British, the 
French, or the Japanese. 

I'm not familiar with the details of the 
Kama River project, but considering the 
long time required for such a plant to 
become operational, it was probably put 
together in the days of detente during the 
Nixon or Ford administrations. 

Ex-lm Bank, being a creature of the 
U.S. government, does reflect the politics 
of the day. 

Obviously the Afghanistan invasion 
can only be condemned, and the politics 
of detente seem naive and foolish today. 
But to blame Ex-lm and OPIC for 
transporting Russian troops to Kabul 
seems a bit farfetched,

A Paper Bag Turkey With 
‘I'm Thankful’ Stuffing 


(This is the first of a weekly series of columns on 
developmental arts activities for children by Diane Munini, a 
local integrated Arts specialist,) 


It may not be “over the river and through the woods to 
grandmother’s house we go," but Thanksgiving 1980 will 
Include many of the traditions of and preparations for the 
Thanksgivings of yesteryear. Where will we celebrate 
Thanksgiving? Which family traditions will we continue? 
What recipes will we use in preparing the holiday meal? Who 
will make the pies . . . cook the turkey . . . carve the turkey 
... do the dishes . . . and how can we best capture the spirit 
of the day, the spirit of Thanksgiving? 

Children, too, are anticipating and preparing for 
Thanksgiving this month. In schools, many children are 
learning about the first New England Thanksgiving in 1021 
when the Pilgrims and Indians shared their plentiful harvest 
in Plymouth, Massachusetts. Children are also making 
grocery bag Indian vests, Indian headbands, Pilgrim hats 
and collars, cranberry relish, corn-meal bread and Indian 
pudding. They are learning Pilgrim and Indian Thanksgiving 
traditions and are sharing in the joy of creating their own 
Thanksgiving traditions. 

The following home or classroom art activity helps 
childlren continue the tradition of creating something to be 
shared with people important to them and provides children 
with an opportunity to express their own unique reasons for 
being thankful.

Why: To reinforce children's eye-hand 
coordination while expressing individual 
reasons for being thankful. 


What You Need: A brown lunch bag, 
scrap newspaper, 9“ x 12” art paper, 
construction paper (brown, yellow, red 
and orange), pencil, magic marker, 
stapler, cardboard and scissors. 


How To Begin: Pre-cut cardboard patterns of the turkey 
head, tall feathers and feet. Have the child: 

A. Trace the patterns onto construction paper and cut: 1 
brown turkey head, 2 yellow tail feathers, 2 red tail feathers, 
2 orange tall feathers, 2 brown feet. 

B. Fold art paper into quarters and cut into four pieces. 
On each piece draw a picture of something to be thankful for. 
Write words next to the picture that describe it, e.g. "my 
family,” "my friends," "good food," etc. 

C. Stuff the turkey with small pieces of crumpled 
newspaper and the four refolded “Why I’m Thankful" pic¬ 
tures. 

D. Fold, then staple the turkey head onto the open end of 
the stuffed lunch bag turkey. Be careful to staple the turkey 
head in such a manner that the contents of the turkey are 
accessible without tearing the finished turkey.

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Sachemettes Beat The Jinx This Time; 

Advance To The Semi-Finals...

It took a questionable call by the of 
ficial, some tremendous defensive plays 
In the fourth quarter but the Sachemette 
soccer team finally won themselves a 
state tournament quarterfinal game. 

By lopping a stubborn and physical 
Foxboro team 2-1 Saturday at the Dean 
Junior College Field in Franklin 
Saturday afternoon, the Sachemettes 
advanced to the semi-finals for the first 
time in their three-year existence.

There could have been 13 meets, but 
no more contests that Coach Vin 
Palumbo Sr. and son Vinny could have 
been more proud of. Granted, if 
Lexington hadn't been around maybe the 
perfect 13-0 could have been attained, but 
all considered who could complain? 

The expected culmination of the 
season's efforts was supposed to be the 
State Meet held last week at Boston 
College, but Palumbo's swimmers didn’t 
fare as well as he had hoped. 

"They really did a much better job 
during the season. Their times were not 
their best. And the water at BC was a 
little too cold, and I think that might have 
hurt them a little.” 

McCann, however, placed 12th in the 
200 individual medley by pulling In to a 
2:25.4, certainly not her PBT, which is a 
2 : 22 . 

The freestyle relay also pulled 
themselves into a number 12 position, as 
P. K. Porter, Carol Schneller, Lynn Van 
Ummersen and Sheryl Powers landed in 
nearly eight seconds slower than their 
personal best. 

Again, Palumbo states he knows that 
the team had an off day, but is still 
slightly unsure of the cause of it. 

“Maybe the diet we put them on 
wasn’t good for preparing them, maybe 
the post-season practices weren’t righl 


for them. Usually you peak at the States, 
and l think we might have peaked early 
this year, probably at the Sectionals. 
They were the real climax of the 
season.” 

And considering how well everyone 
did at the Sectionals, the season fell 
nothing short of impressive. 

*Tve coached the team nine years, 
and this is the best season I’ve had.” 

Lexington was clearly the destructive 
factor of the season, and. according to 
Palumbo, there was nothing any one 
could really do about il 

“They were just a better and stronger 
team, and they deserved to win.” 

But against the powerful Minutemen, 
Palumbo wouldn’t let up, and gnve 
Lexington one of the best struggles in a 
long while. Thus at least Winchester 
made its presence known, and one of the 
many pleasing factors concerning the 
emergence of the Sachemette 
powerhouse was their victories over 
teams that had previously washed them 
away.

Liz Porras, one of the most talented 
flyers on the team, is only a sophomore 
with two more years to go, probably to 
both the Slates and the Sectionals Tracy 
Caulfield is another strong freeslyler 
who will join Porras for the next two 
seasons. 

And then, the “Big Three ’, still 
juniors, Porter, Van Ummersen, and 
Schneller will provide all the freestyle 
strength Palumbo will need for a while, 
With seniors Julie DeCarlo, Gulino, 
Cheryl Fazio, Heidi Lane, Marybeth 
Fennell, Anne Donahue, and Susan 
Spiller, leaving Palumbo will have a 
difficult lime replacing them 

But if Palumbo continues to have as 
much luck with the institution of the four- 
year high school, maybe next year’s 
record will jump to a 13-0.

Winchester is one of four districts this 
year to adopt the DeCoidova Museum's 
“Learning through Art” project. Fifth 
grade teachers in Winchester are using

Such reductions could be made under 
Article 3G of this Fall’s Town Meeting 
warrant, Sullivan explained. Any 
reductions, the moderator said, would 
have to be made from money still 
available in appropriated funds. 

He suggested that Town Comptroller 
A1 Faggiano and department heads meet 
to provide information on making 
reductions in this area. 

Since no reductions may be made in 
appropriations approved during this 
month’s Fall Town Meeting, Sullivan 
said a two-thirds vote would be required 
to bring any appropriation back to the 
floor for reconsideration. 

Under this plan, any reconsideration 
of any collective bargaining agreement 
would be "entirely in order." 

Town Meeting voted Nov. 3, 126 
favoring, five opposing, to approve 
teacher, police and town employee 
contracts calling for a total of $571,228 in 
appropriations and transfers. 

Of that amount, appropriations ac¬ 
count for $138,405 while $432,822 are 
transfers. 

Under the terms of the three-year 
police pact, salaries increase six and 
three-quarters percent during the first 
and second years and seven percent in 
year three. 

During the first year, a minimum 
salary for a patrolman would be $15,415, 
Second year minimum sa ary for 
patrolmen would be $16,456 while the 
third-year salary tor ajjatrolman would 
begffPat'$17,60B. 

The police pact also provides a night 
shifj differential of*$l per shift and will 
cost the town a total of $7,540. 

The rote paid officers for extra duty 
will be $9.50 in the first year, $10 in year 
two and $10.50 in year three. 

Officers will have to work four hours 
after midnight before time-and-a-half 
payments begin rather than three hours, 
the period required under the old 
agreement.

When he opened the grate on 
top of the stove, a red shower of 
sparks flew up toward his face. 
Squinting past them, he dropped 
more wood Into the fire, replaced 
the grate and returned to his 
chair and his story. 

"No one's ever shot at me 
before," he said, looking toward 
the stove. "It's a pretty 
frightening feeling.' ’ 

At thirty, Amie has managed 
to combine the best components 
of romanticism, pragmatism 
and cynicism. We sit together in 
the evenings sometimes and 
listening to him, I am always 
sure he has a great deal to teach 
me. 

He visited Washington D.C. 
last week where he made some 
wonderful photographs of the 
Lincoln Memorial and was 
robbed at gunpoint. 

"My friend and I stood there 
and looked at the gun," he said. 
"I've known him for years, since 
we were children and I think 
that’s what saved us. Knowing 
one another, I mean.” 

He seemed a good deal less 
shaken than I imagined someone 
who'd been fired on would be. 

"We never said anything to 
one another. I just remember 
running suddenly and knowing 
my friend would run too. We 
didn't even have to think about 
It. We just broke Into a gallop at 
the same time." 

Arnle uses a Deerdorff 
camera, one of those lovely, old 
relics in a varnished wooden box. 
He had It with him when he was 
robbed. 

I saw it in his living room 
when he told me the story. 

"We were running and I 
heard the shots, two of them, and 
that made us bend our backs 
more and run faster.” 

He returned later and found

the camera sitting where he had 
left it. 

"I've been thinking a lot 
about life since the shooting," he 
said. He smiled then, one of those 
rare smiles that masks 
something like understanding 
and a clearer vision. 

He left Washington by train 
the next day, taking with him his 
camera and photographs, a 
selection of Lincoln's speeches 
and a copy of Hemingway’s "A 
Moveable Feast. ” 

Reading Hemingway on the 
train, he came to a decision. 

"It’s like he said,” Arnle said, 
looking at the book on the table. 
"I'm young and healthy and I 
have my art." He shifted his 
gaze from the book to the 
camera. "So what if I don't have 
a lot of money.” 

He once packed the Deerdorff 
on his back up a mountain to 
photograph a waterfall. During 
the climb up, he broke a lens. He 
Improvised with a piece of wax 
paper and the photo he returned 
with was so lovely it sucked at 
your breath when you looked at 
it. 

The room had grown warm 
under the fire. Looking at the 
stove, I could see slits of fire 
through the slotted door at the 
front. 

"Between the book and the 
shots and Lincoln's speeches, 
I’ve learned something," he 
said. "Something about art and 
about myself." 

He smiled that understanding 
smile again. 

The heat radiated off the 
stove In waves and looking 
across the room at him, I saw 
that his decision was final. He 
had come to realize he was what 
his friends had known him to be 
all along, an artist.

The question came gently, 
quietly tucked Into the postcript 
of a letter from Pennsylvania.

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November: No Poor Relation

November Is a month greatly 
undervalued In most circles. 

It occupies an odd niche In our 
calendar, sandwiched between 
the blaze of October's foliage and 
December’s gaudy march 
toward Christmas. 

It's regarded as poor relation, 
somehow - old Uncle Homer with 
his frayed cuffs and shiny pants- 
seat. 

Even brides shy away from 
November. 

True, It Is more barren than 
most other months. There are no 
leaves to be seen, except on 
folks’ lawns. The lawns them¬ 
selves take on a terrible equality 
tn death; my neighbor's once 
springy emerald turf looks little 
better now than my own willy- 
nilly mix of crabgrass and 
dandelion. 


And there are those bleak 
dawns, when all warmth and 
light seem forever banished 
from the earth. 

But November must be seen 
for what It Is, and not in relation, 
say, to Incomparable September 
or lacy May. 

, The month has an austere 
beauty of Its own. It is not merely 
a pause between seasons, but a 
small season In Itself, and one 
worth giving thanks for. 

Consider its colors. On sunny 
days, the sky is so deeply azure 
as to seem almost artificial, the 
product of Kodachrome and lens 
filters on a tourist's postcard. 
Place against that blue the warm 
bronze of the oak leaves. There is 
no drabness here. 

The quality of light itself Is 
tinged with amber. Even shining 
on an early snowfall, the light 


couldn’t be mistaken for 
January’s. Winter sun Is thin and 
bluish, the color of skimmed 
milk; the sun of November, by 
contrast, Is heavy cream. It is 
the tone of light In a Vermeer 
still-life, the kind with 
prosperous kitchens and bowls- 
full of apples. You feel you can 
almost touch this light, skim off 
a handful and drink it. 

Bare limbs against the sky 
create a delicate filigreed effect 
as in a meticulous pen-and-ink 
drawing. Seen through the In¬ 
tricate webbing of the branches, 
the firmament becomes a vast 
window of leaded glass. 

My own house takes on a new 
grandeur. The shingles have 
shed their rustling jacket of Ivy 
now, highlighting the contours of 
turret and chimney beneath. 
July’s riot of curling fern fronds 


crinkle In brown rigor mortis, 
exposing the foundation. The 
house seems to stand higher 
now, no longer anchored by 
growing things to the earth. It 
looks like a stately old ship 
waiting to be moved out of dry- 
dock. At night I can hear It lift 
and begin to sail through the 
wind into winter. 

I love November for Images 
such as these. I love It, too for Its 
lack or artifice. I am what I 
appear to be, It rustles, a month 
of slow decay. 1 am dying, but I 
am doing It gracefully. My death 
will grant you much that Is 
beautiful on these short af¬ 
ternoons. 

And even now, half a year 
away from the return of the 
vernal warmth, the magnolia 
buds sleep swaddled In their 
cocoons. 



Bus Defended

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Cancelling the Minibus service is 
neither an effective nor rational response 
to Prop 2Vfe. Killing the minibus would 
save the town only $30,000 of the $650,000 
cutback needed this fiscal year. True, 
$B0,000 is budgeted for minibus expenses 
for January through next June. However, 
most of this money would be returned to 
the town in the form of MBTA subsidies, 
farebox revenues and gasoline savings. 
As do all 79 cities and towns in the MBTA 
district, Winchester pays a share of 
MBTA costs - about $400,000 per year. 
However, as long as Winchester runs its 
own system, $60,000 is returned annually 
to the town to defray its minibus ex¬ 
penses. 

So, if the minibus is cancelled, the 
town loses this significant revenue 
source forever - $30,000 for the second 
half of this fiscal year alone. Farebox 
revenues are estimated to be $18,000 for 
January thru June - deposited directly 
into the Town treasury. Finally, gasoline 
for the busses was budgeted at an 
estimated cost of $1.50 per gallon. Since 
gasoline should remain well below this 
price for the next six months, about 
$3,000 will be saved during that period. 
Subtracting MBTA subsidies, fare 
revenue, & gas savings from the $80,000 
minibus budget yields net cost to the 
town - $30,000, 

That $30,000 will ”buy” roughly 60,000 
rides for Winchfester people during this 
coming winter and spring - seniors to the 
Jenks Center, youth to their activities, 
commuters to the train station, shoppers 
to downtown. Annually, 120,000 people 
ride Winchester Community Transit, yet 
the net cost is a very small part of the 
Town budget. Of every $10 the Town 
spends, only 3 cents go to the minibus. 

Though cancelling our town’s transit 
system would reduce town spending by 
very little, the minibus budget can and 
should be cut as should all other ex¬ 
penditures. The required $650,000 cut 
represents a 3 Vi percent reduction. The 
minibus budget can be cut by that much 
without effecting its services. Certain 
operational changes for the cost of 
gasoline, and eliminating the han¬ 
dicapped van (now stalled by MBTA - 
union litigation) would save $8,000, 5 
percent of the $162,000 appropriations for 
this year. Winchester Community 
Transit Is willing to make its share of the 
necessary cuts and more, but cancelling 


the minibis altogether is "throwing out 
the baby with the bath water.” 

Several significant changes to the 
Community Transit System are about to 
be made which should improve service 
and reduce cost to the town further. 
These changes should be given a chance 
to work - to demonstrate the system s full 
potential for efficiency and usefulness. 
These changes include 

— Reducing the number of busses 
used during the mid-day period during 
which fewer people ride. This efficiency 
improvement is scheduled to start 
December 8. 

— Discount ticket books to boost 
ridership will be available December 1. 

— Service to Burlington and Caldor 
Malls will commence January 6. This 
service should raise system ridership 
and revenue considerably and may well 
turn a profit. 

The system should be allowed to 
continue operating at least to the end of 
the fiscal year. That way, the effects of 
these changes can be measured and the 
long-run value of the minibus can be 
properly assessed. At that time too, 
Winchester’s long-term financial picture 
will be much clearer and may not be as 
bleak as it seems in this moment of 
confusion. However, if the minibus is 
cancelled now, it will not rise again 
should the fiscal squeeze loosen. The 
MBTA is not likely to reinstate its sub¬ 
sidy. Without that money, the minibus 
would cost the town twice as much as it 
does now. Too, the able volunteers whose 
efforts brought the minibus into being 
and who have worked to run it since are 
not likely to find the enthusiasm needed 
for a renewed commitment. 

The fate of the minibus system will be 
decided by Town Meeting on December 
4. Past Town Meetings have always 
approved the minibus by wide margins. 
But times have changed and all ex¬ 
penditures will be reassessed in light of 
Prop 2 l /?. Minibus service will continue 
only if it is apparent to elected officials 
and town meeting members that their 
constituents want it and are still willing 
to pay for it. If you think the minibus 
budget should be cut, but not cut out, 
make your views known. Only you can 
save the minibus.

Betty Newell is an old hand at getting 
around Winchester in a wheelchair. 

Confined to it for the past eight years, 
she is adept at maneuvering this elec¬ 
trical vehicle. It is powered by two 
twelve volt batteries she recharges 
nightly in her apartment in the housing 
for the elderly and handicapped on 
Palmer street. 

Last week, Betty showed twenty 
seven fourth, fifth, and sixth grade Girl 
Scouts from Lincoln School just how she 
does it. Betty equipped the girls with 
maps of Winchester and troop leader 
Nancy Goodwin directed each of four 
patrols off to different sections of the 
downtown on a handicap hike. 

The girls could not walk anywhere a 
wheelchair would not go, and found 
thelselves In the street a good deal of the 
lime, skirting traffic. 

Doubling back many times was a 
necessity, when obstacles such as these 
got in their way; lack of curb cut or ramp 
at intersections, cars blocking existing 
ramps, cars blocking sidewalks or 
narrow sidewalks, accesses or sidewalks 
not cleared of snow 

Betty’s not just a good driver, she 
amazed the girls with a memory bank 
full of which routes are and are not ac 



cessible to her, and a computer-quick 
information talent for determining how to overcome

Betty has difficulty in navigating the 
new style sidewalk because it slopes, and 
its many cracks throw her chair off 
balance if the wheels catch them the 
wrong way. 

The troop is considering asking the 
Department of Public Works the reasons 
behind the change in new sidewalks, and 
whether or not handicapped persons or 
others the change might affect have been 
consulted.

Beginning Dec. 8, the Minibuses will 
run less frequently during the mid-day 
period from 9 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

Demand for service during these 
hours does not justify the operation of 
vehicles at 30-minute intervals. As a 
result, in order to cut costs and improve 
efficiency, the system will operate two 
buses instead of three during this period. 

This change means a bus will service 
each route about every forty-five 
minutes.

Alfred Kazin and other 
distinguished literary critics were 
interviewed recently on the Dick 
Cavett television show. What they 
talked about, of course, were books. 
They also had a few comments about 
television, libraries and the spirit of 
the times. 

Whatever difference of opinion 
they had on authors (they had good 
things to say about Saul Bellow, Joyce 
Carol Dates, and Doris Lessing), 
somehow the world of today is lacking 
in depth — television merely relays 
information, the New York Public 
Library is closed on Thursday, an 
unthinkable and ominous portent, and 
that cynicism and a feeling of 
hopelessness pervades the intellectual 
milieu. 

It appears that technology is 
making u mess of human affairs: It 
has brought in a distortion to values 
and culture, putting things askew. 

Let us, however, be thankful we 
have libraries. They are really 
nothing new, Great libraries were 
found in the ancient civilization of 
Sumerio as long ago as 2700 BC 
contained all types of ancient 
Mesopotamian literature. The 
discovery of these texts was of great 
importance in the deciphering of

cuneiform sign tablets, the ancient 
books of that region. One such tablet 
recounts the Sumerian story of the 
Flood, 2000-1500 BC, or thereabouts, 

In the Far East, the ancient 
Chinese had a deep respect for 
learning and libraries were 
established for use by scholars, 
royalty, and aristocrats. The libraries 
helped advance and preserve Chinese 
learning. In India, there were great 
libraries at Nalanda and Tak9hasila 
universities, which were destroyed 
during the Moselm invasions. But 
their great epics like the Ramayana 
were preserved by the southern kings, 
who protected the scholars. 

In Europe during the Middle Ages, 
there was mass illiteracy. 
Monasteries preserved classical 
literature. Books were preserved for 
the exclusive use of the clergy. But the 
invention of the printed book in the 
fifteenth century changed all that. In 
the first fifty years following, ten 
million books, comprising forty 
thousand titles, appeared in Europe. 
This wide dissemination made 
possible the Renaissance.

Throughout the community, autumn 
translates into a lime for work around 
the house anil yard, putting up storm 
windows, fixing gutters, raking leaves 
and chopping wood. 

For many, this concentrated effort to 
secure our homes before winter comes 
whistling round the house causes us to 
come down with a temporary case of 
annoying hack pain. 

Dr. Barry Dorn, an orthopedic 
surgeon at Winchester Hospital, explains 
that a lot ot the hack problems people 
sutler as a result of seasonal hard work 
can come Irom a simple misun¬ 
derstanding of the effects of strenuous 
exercise. 

*• People do a minimum amount of 
exercise throughout the year, then 
suddenly they have a burst of activity 
that might last a day or two. during 
which lime they flop into a chair again 
immediately after the work is finished. 
'iou should treat this kind of strenuous 
work as if you were competing in an 
athletic contest do some stretching 
exercises a few days before tackling the 
chores and then, when you're finished for 
the day, have a cool down period where 
vim either do a few more stretches, take 
a hot hath, apply moist heat, lie down or 
massage those* strained muscles. No 
athlete would go out onto the field without 
conditioning and, neither should the 
weekend handyman," he said. 

Barbara Reed, Winchester Hospital’s 
director ot physical therapy explains 
that. “It's not just an old wive’s tale — 
the expression of feeling a change of 
weal her in our bones. There are pressure 
receptors in bones which are affected by 
changes in barometric readings, If the 
weather is cold and damp, our muscles 
can lighten and go into spasm. Working 
up a sweat in cold weather, likewise, can 
put muscles under increased stress and 
encourage the straining cycle.” 

Dr. Dorn, who along with Reed, 
participates in a multidisciplinary back 
anci neck pain program for outpatients, 
conducted each Thursday at Winchester 
Hospitals physical therapy unit, em¬ 
phasizes that, “As we age, our spine 
muscles normally tighten, while our 
stomach and buttock muscles loosen, 
leaving us susceptible to back trouble 
caused by improper lilting and exertion. 
Exercise can help correct this natural 
aging el feet by strengthening those loose 
muscles and allowing them to be used 
more when lilting and stretching. One 


key point to remember is to always try to 
keep your center of gravity, in other 
words, the stomach area, tlose to 'the 
ground when lifting a heavy object. Also, 
get your knees into it and allow.the leg 
muscles to take some of the strain off the 
back.” , t- 

In looking at some-of the aufumna! 
activities whose effect oh oilr backs may 
still be felt long after the first snow falls, 
it should be remembered that for — 
Raking leaves — According to Bar¬ 
bara Reed, this is an area where back 
injuries are common. ‘‘•’Twisting and 
bending at the same time — otherwise 
known as flection — is a very easy way to 
aggravate or cause straining on the 
lower back,” says Reed. f'Try using your 
arms more when raking and avoid 
twisting your back too much. When lif¬ 
ting heavy bags of leaves, pick them up 
from a crouching position — getting your 
let muscles involved — and carry the 
bags with both hands up close to your 
body.” 


Chopping Wood — “Because it’s a 
fairly lluid kind of motion involving 
swinging the arms from a high arch, 
chopping wood doesn't cause that many 
back injuries,” says Dr, Dorn. “Try not 
to overextend your back and, let your 
whole body get involved in the effort.* The 
main back problems which can come 
from chopping wood occurs when the ax 
gets stuck in a log and you strain your 
back trying to dislodge the wood.” 

Lifting storm windows — “When 
lifting any object, gel close to it before 
bending your knees to pick it up,“ says 
Reed. “Remember, when raising a 
window, bend your knees and push with 
all your muscles rather than just pulling 
and putting pressure on your back,” 

By being prepared and aware of 
problems before they develop, we can all 
finish those seasonal jobs around the 
house with a minimum of pain and 
discomfort. 


Rotondi To File Jury System Bill 


Slate Sen. Sam Rotondi will refile the 
new jury selection system bill in the 
upcoming General Court Session. 

This legislation would extend the 
system instituted in Middlesex County in 
1978 to the entire state. 

“The success of the Middlesex 
selection system in cost efficiency and 
juror utilization over the past two years 
makes it clear that this proposal’s time 
has come,” Rotondi said. 

“Not only is this system more 
economical (Middlesex’s average juror 
cost per day is approximately $7 com¬ 
pared to roughly $16-$17 in other coun¬ 
ties). The old system contained too many 
exemptions from jury service, thus 
depriving the trial system of well 
balanced juries. The new system has 
very few exemptions,” he said, 

Under the Middlesex model, it does 
not matter if you are registered to vote, 
only that you are eligible to register. 
Jury exemptions are limited to inability 
to speak or understand English, people 
under 18, certain felons, certain persons 
who are physically or mentally disabled, 
persons who are no longer a county 
resident and people who have fulfilled 
jury duty within the last three years. 

Rotondi noted that the new jury 
selection system has received strong 
endorsements in judicial circles.' The 
Associated Industries of Massachusetts 
also has given support to the Middlesex 


protype because under the new system 
jurors are not committed to serve for a 
:io-day term and, therefore, are not away 
from their jobs for extended periods of 
time, Under the new system, jurors will 
serve for only one day or the duration ol 
one trial. 

“Through the use of computers. 
Middlesex has been able to fine tune the 
utilization of jurors. As a result, 95 
percent of all those called complete their 
obligation in three days or less, 82 per¬ 
cent in only one day, Presently, in 
Middlesex 50 percent of all those called 
are actually used in trial situations, 
Because industry pays the cost of wage 
re-imbursement for the first three days 
of jury duty, the potential savings to the 
state's taxpayers are enormous,” 
Rotondi said.

Of Property

Richard Mirick, who is overseeing the 
revaluation process in Winchester for 
Patten Appraisal Associates, insists his 
job is one of the mast misunderstood in 
town. 

“We are appraisers. We are not the 
assessors. We just want to do our job and 
leave,” Mirick said. 

What the job is is to appraise the value 
of the house, inside and out. The job of 
setting the new equalized value of the 
properties is done by the town's Board of 
Assessors, 

Under a stale-wide mandated 
program, all communities must be at 100 
percent of fair market value, The project 
is expected to be completed next summer 
and the new values will be used for next 
fall's tax bills, The last town-wide 
revaluation was done in 1968. 

The company's three field workers 
are currently going house to house in the 
northeast corner of town and are ex¬ 
pected to continue working in that area 
for at least another week to 10 days. 

When the field workers find nobody 
home the first time around they leave a 
doorknob hanger asking that the resident 
call the Assessors office for an ap¬ 
pointment. 

If a resident refuses to allow his 
property to be inspected - and he may - 
then the new values will be based on 
estimates by the appraisers from looking 
at the outside of the house. 

But more importantly, Mirick 
maintained, by refusing to allow inside 
inspection the homeowner forfeits his - 
right of formal appeal if he feels he has 
been over-assessed. 

All field workers will have photo 
identifications but residents with any 
questions are urged to call the Assessors 
office for verification.

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Sachems Blanked 


‘Fate,’ Concord

Even though the immediate feeling 
was one of great disappointment and 
even failure, Winchester Coach Gene 
Bouley reminded his team how far they 
had come. Not just in the number of 
tournament games, although that was an 
accomplishment in itself, but how far 
they had come as a team. Especially a 
team who was predicted as having little, 
if any defense at the start of the season. 

"Remember, you played the highest 
seeded team in the tournament and you 
stayed with them the entire game. You 
did a good job...They just happened to get 
that kind of fluke goal which won them 
the game," Bouley told his team after 
their loss to Billerica in the semi-finals of 
the North Regionals Friday night at 
Boston University. 

The "fluke" goal Bouley is referring 
to was scored by Billerica in the first 
quarter and proved to be the game 
winner. 

Billerica charged the Winchester net 
and took several shots, all saved by 
goalie Mark Sterenka. On the final boot 
towards the goal, Sterenka grabbed the 
ball in front of the net. but the ball, 
slippery From the wet field, slipped out of 
his arms and rolled back towards the 
goal. 

Fullback Lazio Von Lazar tried to 
boot the ball out of the goal. However, 
after he kicked the ball it deflected off the 
goal post and barely rolled over the goal 
line, giving Billerica their only goal. 
Billerica forward Jim El wood was 
credited with the goal. 

'Tve been coaching for 17 years and 
this is the farthest iny team has ever 
gotten." said Bouley later, proving lhat 
this year’s varsity squad was one of the 
most talented yet, And that's quite an 
honor considering the talented players 
Bouley has had on previous teams. 

The Sachems 20-2-3 record for the 
season is equally as impressive as their 
standing in the states. The fact that six 
players from Bouley's varsity squad 
made the all star team is nothing to be 
ashamed of either. Those placed on the 
"A" team include the tri-captains Brian 
Donnellan, Jimmy Fallon, and Neil 
Frink, as well as junior Paul Williamson, 
Those chosen for the "B" team include 
goalie Mark Sterenka. a junior, and 
forward David Suvak, also a junior. 

Bouley was pleased with his player's 
accomplishments, hut also realized their 
weaknesses. "Did you see the tw'o teams 
out there before us - Needham and 
Wellesley? They were both belter than 
us. There wasn’t a man on the field for 
either team who couldn't play solid 
soccer," said Bouley, referring to the 
game played before the Winchester- 
Billerica one, When asked if he felt his 
team was weak in many areas, Bouley 
replied, "No, we have some good, strong 
players. But..." 

Perhaps it was this “but" Coach 
Bouley was referring to that contributed 


to their loss or maybe Billerica’s - 
incredible defense, or maybe it was just 
the lousy conditions...or a combination of 
all three. 

Although the field had been cleared of 
snow, the astroturf had retained a lot of 
the water making it especially slippery 
for the players. The ball too, became 
heavy and soaked with water, making it 
harder to boot or to throw the ball. 

Though the first quarter was played 
with the ball down at both goals, Billerica 
seemed to dominate the field. Their 
fullbacks, easily several of the largest 
and most powerful in the league, were 
impenetrable. They managed to stop 
every breakaway the Sachems had. 

Twice Jimmy Fallon and Paul 
Williamson teamed up to shoot on goal. 
Each time, Fallon crossed the ball to 
Williamson at the center of the field. 
Williamson headed il, but to no avail. 
Billerica fullbacks Tim McCaffrey and 
Fred Glavine let neither shot get past 
them. 

This proved lo be true throughout the 
game, as many of the Sachems attempts 
on goal were stopped by Billerica’s 
defense. 

During the second quarter, the 
Sachems started off strong with several 
good shots on goal. Neil Frink took the 
first shot unassisted. 

Afterwards Seott Bowen received the 
hall on the wing and passed to Frink in 
the center. Frink booled the ball up to 
Williamson who shot, but the ball was 
saved by the goalie. 

Minutes later Winchester charged 
again. This time Frink dribbled the ball 
in and passed to Williamson who again 
shot, but Billerica's McCaffrey booted 
the hall down the field, 

Billerica came back with several 
dose shots on goal. The Sachem defense, 
however, prevented any shot from 
scoring. 

Billerica's relentless front line kept 
pressing during the second half of the 
game, taking many close shots on goal. 

One direct shot on net, taken by 
halfback Greg Hamilton, hit the cross 
post inches above the goal, 

Another shot, taken by Billerica 
fullback John Ellis, went inches wide of 
the goal. 

Minutes later, Ellis shot again with 
what looked like a sure goal, but 
Sterenka easily made the save. 

Another Billerica forward followed 
with a close shot, also saved by Sterenka. 
This time the ball was shot in the lower 
right corner of the net, but Sterenka 
dived across the goal and made the 
catch. 

Despite Billerica’s many shots on net, 
the Sachem defense kepi Billerica to only 
one goal for the game. Although the 
Sachems lost, they played a strong game, 
challenging Billerica both offensively 
and defensively.

The Bird: 

It Has More In 
Common With 
Chemists Than 
With Farmers

feasted on generations ago. 

On the outside the present 
day bird ljoks appealing 
enough hui ..hat's about as far 
c»s it goes. Under the skin of 
the commercial bird is a 
"whole 'nuther story.” 

Commercial turkeys have 
become big business with 
companies such as Swift, 
Armour and Norbest (the 
three largest American turkey 
processors) selling a com¬ 
bined total of up to BOO million 
pounds of turkey per season. 
The competition is tough 
among the big three which 
account for more than 90 
percent of all turkeys sold in 
the U.S., and new gimmicks, 
are often being introduced, 
often to the detriment of the 
consumer. 

The biggest pitch, and the 
most widespread sham, to 
appear in the last decade is 
the self-basting "butterball” 
turkey. 

Supposedly, this marvel 
turkey will baste Itself in 
butter. 

There is, however, no 
butter in the butterball turkey.. 
Not a drop! 

fn the place of butter, 
companies inject a basting 
solution . consisting of 
vegetable oils (soybean and-or 


coconut), water, salt, 
emulsifiers and artificial 
butter flavor. The only 
ingredient close to butter Is 
the butter flavoring. 

That Is only the tip of the 
iceberg. Most gobblers are 
raised in cramped pens and 
are denied the exercise that is 
essential to their healthy 
development. This results in a 
fat content in whole turkeys 
ranging as high as 16 percent 
by weight. The proper level of 
fat in a turkey should be 
between S percent and 8 
percent. 

And how many consumers 
know that with commercial 
turkeys they are often pur¬ 
chasing water at turkey 
prices. That’s right, water. 
The big processors purposely 
let the dead turkeys sit in vats 
of water, resulting in a sub¬ 
stantial rise in the weight of 
each carcass. 

Legally, each turkey for 
sale in a store may contain 6 
percent to 7 percent more 
water than an unprepared 
bird, the rationale being that 
-same mnln r U ahsorheri as 
each dinner-to-be is cleaned. 

The facts are cortsidSrably 
different, however. Very little 
water is absorbed during 
cleaning. In fact, most water 


that is not actually Injected 
with the basting solution is 
absorbed as the bird sits in the 
standing tanks of chilled 
water. Gobblers may absorb 
up to 2S percent water when 
left standing. 

Ordinarily, it wouldn’t 
matter how much water is 
absorbed into the turkey 
because the water would 
normally drain away in the 
shipping process — if nothing 
further were added to the bird. 
Such is not the case. 
Processors don't mind selling 
water at BO cents per pound 
and so, to keep the water in¬ 
side the turkey's body, they 
Inject additives such as 
sodium phosphate, which bind 
the water to the bird. 

The sodium phosphate 
merely Joins a long list of 
additives including artificial 
colorings and flavorings, 
antioxidants, sodium, 
sugar.... 

People with high blood 
pressure and others on 
sodium-restricted diets, 
should be aware that studies 
— 200 Mg. of 


salt in 34 oz. servings of some 
turkeys. Most findings for salt 
averaged between 7S and 100 
mg.

have to add turkey to the list of 
foods they cannot eat, as some 
turkeys contain sugar In the 
form of corn-syrup solids.

sickening to older people and 
young children. To destroy 
any salmonella bacteria in a 
turkey carcass, roast the bird 
at 185 degrees or above. 

While the quality of many 
turkeys has fallen, there has 
been one positive side effect. A 
small number of shops have 
sprung up which sell 
organ!rally-grown turkeys as 
an alternative. 

These all natural birds 
come from companies which 
raise the birds organically and 
are being sold inconspicuously 
In some health stores and 
supermarkets. 

Those stores advertise 
their product as organic, 
hormone-free, soybean fed 
poultry, all of which means

that no water, or sodium, 
phosphate, sugar or anything 
else has been added to the 
meat. 

“You taste one of these 
turkeys'” said one af- 
flciundo," and you’ll never 
want to eat anything else." 

And so, while there Is the 
old-fashioned alternative, 
most Americans tomorrow 
will be eating its chemical 
cousin. Of course, they 
probably will also be eating 
processed pumpkin pie, frozen 
peas instant mashed potatoes, 
preservative-laden cranberry 
sauce and canned carrots. 

So maybe we have a new 
symbol, a modern version of 
the Thanksgiving dinner. The 
question might be: What’s 
next?

"wholesomeness." The act is 
not much more specific than 
that. 

The grade marking you see 
conspicuously stamped on the 
turkey's packaging is there 
because the bird passed a 
federal beauty contest. 
Inspectors look for an absence 
of exterior discoloration and 
skin tears, but completely 
disregard the interior quality 
and makeup of the meat to be 
eaten. 

Turkey processors also 
have the option of not putting 
the assigned grade on the 
packaging. If turkeys of a 
certain processor are judged 
lower than grade A, the 
processor may simply omit 
the grade. 

Furthermore, as there are 
26 diseases common to man 
and fowl. It might seem ap¬ 
propriate that some 
regulation exist to ensure that 
no processed birds are con¬ 
taminated. Wrong. There is no 
routine bacteriological 
monitoring of turkeys. 

The result of this lack of 
regular inspection is that 
isolated outbreaks of 
salmonella poisoning occur 
during the holiday season. 
Salmonella is a 

microorganism which can 
sometimes survive the 
sanitizing and freezing 
processes which turkeys go 
through. 

Most people can throw off 
an attack of salmonella 
poisoning, but it has been

"Overeating at Thanksgiving dinner 
is an American tradition that's gotten 
way out ol line." says Dick Uesrochors, 
Food Service director at Winchester 
Hospital. ’'Despite popular opinion, it 
really is possible to enjoy the holiday 
wit haul sacrificing your waistline and 
overall health in process 

We all love to annually Nil down at the 
dinner table on the Inst Thursday in 
November and commemorate the 
deprivation of our Pilgrim forefathers by 
eating as much and as fast as possible 
With this spirit behind us. the rein 
nunls of our Thanksgiving eating binge 
may often linger with us longer than the 
carcass of the turkey in the refrigerator 
Nevertheless, there are a lew basic 
common sense points to consider before 
we plunk ourselves down, lork in hand, to 
do bailie with the drum sticks, gravy, 
sweet potatoes and pumpkin pie. 

"Our usual Thanksgiving meal is 
fairly heavily weighted in the 4me of 
starch." Desrochcrs says. As a result, 
it's a good idea to try to balance this with 
several dishes from the other food 
groups." If you’re having stuffing with 
your turkey and who doesn't it may 
be a good idea to cut hack on one of the 
potato items, or, even better, replace the 
spuds with a green vegetable, squash or 
carrots. 

Another I act or to consider at 
Thanksgiving is the amount of lime you 
devote to your meal, It's a good idea." 
says Winchester Hospital dietician Fran 
Lawrence, “to spread your dinner out 
over several hours so you're not taking 
in so much lood all at once." A glass of 
wine is also a welcome addition to the 
Thanksgiving meal and adds to the glow 
as well as lie!ping the digestive process 
You should be able to give yourself 


some time to digest between courses and 
know when to slop eating when you’ve 
had enough, Instead of a big dessert 
following a filling meal, it's often good to 
substitute seasonal fruits, nuts or cheese 
as a final course. 

If you have a persistent health 
problem, like heart nr gall bladder 
trouble, you should be especially aware 
of the kinds of food you're eating and the 
amount of calories they contain. Win¬ 
chester Hospital often sees a noticeable 
increuse in patients with diet related 
problems occuring after holiday related 
food debauches. 

Careful ioixl preparation is another 
area that should be considered when 
talking turkey at the holidays Never 
leave the Thanksgiving bird out too long 
lor after dinner pickings in order to 
eliminate the possibility of food borne 
bacteria. 

On the same subject, it is also wise to 
prepare and cook turkey stuffing in a 
separate pan to reduce any chance for 
the spread of this bacteria. Always cook 
the turkey and stuffing at the advised 
oven (eniperulures and, after dinner, if 
the turkey’s been served stuffed, remove 
(he leftover stuffing and store it 
separately in the refrigerator. 

One of the best ways to avoid that 
“stuffed” feeling yourself after dinner is 
to engage in a brief bit of light exercise. A 
brisk ten minute walk is the best 
prescription here. The proverbial 
"breath of fresh air" definitely adds to 
the enjoyment of the day, and is a good 
deterrent to the unhealthy temptation of 
lying down for a nap, with drowsy eyes 
focused loosely on the t.v.’s afternoon 
football game. 

Though Thanksgiving is a time for 
families, fun and food, with common 
sense and good eating habits, the holiday 
can also be a time for health.

Stating that “within the n.ext 
generation, 50 percent of the nation will 
be over 50 years old," Mrs. Elizabeth 
Kenney, director of social services at 
Winchester Hospital, spoke on the 
emotional aspects of dealing with the 
elderly at a seminar on "Aging 
Relatives" sponsored recently by 
Winchester Hospital. 

“Because of improved sanitation, 
belter public and private health care, 
better nutrition, people are living longer, 
healthier lives, and today, for the first 
time, two generations of retired people 
are living together,” said Mrs. Kenney. A 
large percentage of those over 80 live 
happy lives and “can do for themselves.” 

Jonathan L. Adler, M.D., member of 
Winchester Hospital's medical staff, 
discussed the physical aspects of the 
aged, and noted that of his patients who 
are over 90 years old, "several of them 
still walk to my office.” Dr. Adler 
discussed ailments to which elderly 
people are prone, but painted a positive 
picture of old age. He said, "The ability 
to figure things out remains almost to the 
end." 

Mrs. Kenney reinforced this fact by 
saying, "A person’s cognition improves 
with age. Life experience counts." She 
also said, "The quality of old age depends 
on the bonds established when we are 
young." 

A question and answer period 
followed the seminar during which the 
audience asked questions concerning 
their own aging parents, and how and

THE SENATE - The Senate 
spent a lot of Its time last week 
watting for the House to send 
over for action an approved 
version of a measure funding 
and reforming the MBTA. Since 
the House rejected the package, 
the Senate never received 
anything for consideration. The 
Senate, however, did hold a roll 
call on the Constitutional Con¬ 
vention. 

CON-CON — Senate refused 
18-6, to reconsider its earlier vote 
rejecting an order to reconvene 
the ConOon to act on several 
pending constitutional amen¬ 
dments. Supporters of recon¬ 
vening argued the order would 
allow action on the key proposals 
still pending, and pointed out the 
House had already agreed to 
meet In joint session. Opponents 
argued that a majority of 
legislators had already voted to 
adjourn the session many days 
ago, after It had taken Initial 
action on the proposals. They 
noted this action was the will of 
the majority, and was not forced 
upon legislators by the leader¬ 
ship.

Last Friday and Saturday 
evening, the Winchester High School 
dramatic society wowed their 
audience with their warm-hearted 
production of John Patrick’s, “The 
Curious Savage."

The cleverly written play deals 
with the story of wealthy Ethel P.

Lisa Hirschhorn in the lead role 
of Mrs. Savage was positively 
delightful. From the moment she 
stepped on stage as the sweet, little, 
blue-haired old lady with the wicked 
twinkle in her eyes, she had the 
audience wrapped uround her little 
finger. It was impossible not to be 
tickled as she methodically brought 
her avaricious children to their 
knees. A junior, Lisa has appeared 
in three productions thus far at 
W.H.S. She has proven that she has 
it all: tremendous talent, dedication 
and a magnetic stage personality.

character. Her timing was great! 
She was in fact so loathesome that 
we all would have liked to have had 
her picture for our dartboards. 

The play is set in a private 
menial home called The Cloisters.

“enchanting” and grows to love 
them all, as do we. Florence, played 
well by Sarah Hunter, seems the 
most normal, However at the very 
moment we find ourselves won¬ 
dering what she is doing there, she 
introduces a plasLic doll to Mrs, 
Savage as her five year old son. 

Dan Schutzberg, as Hannibal the 
two-note violinist, evoked laughter 
again and again, Whether blissfully 
flipping playing cards into the air or 
playing his violin, he delighted us as 
he has done consistently in past 
performances, 

A newcomer to the W.H.S. stage, 
freshman Filar Pittas played the 
vivacious flake Fairy Mae with vim 
and vigor. She handled her 


character’s rapid changes of mood 
masterfully and wasted no time 
endearing herself to the audience, 
She deserves special praise for 
handling an unexpected fall from a 
chair on Saturday evening with 
professional aplomb. 

The saddest and most touching of 
the patients is Jeffrey, a gifted 
pianist who is convinced he is 
physically deformed, Kevin Merritt 
played this character with great 
sensitivity, never allowing him to 
become maudlin. 

As the dumpy, crazy lady who so 
hates the world that she-refuses to 
speak, Melissa Eugley brought 
shrieks of laughter from the 
audience. In the first act, Melissa 
turned a missed light cue into a 
brilliant comedic bit of 101 ways to 
attack a light switch. Just watching 
her shuffle across the stage proved 
side-splitting for the audience. Her 
face was so expressive that she 
managed to overlay the intelligent 
connivings going on in her head onto 


her very simple-minded looking 
face. The thoughts she flashed us 
were funnier than a thousand words. 

Running interference for Mrs. 
Savage with her family was the head 
of staff at The Cloisters, Dr Emmett. 
Played with true feeling by talented 
senior Peter Gittleman, the kindly 
doctor was the voice of reason in a 
mad world.

Margie Johnson was excellent as the 
serene, engaging nurse. Her serious 
role, as well as those of Gittleman 
and Merritt gave the needed 
dramatic balance to this comedy. 
With remarkable stage presence, 
Margie played the beautiful, very 
human heroine of the story. She 
saved the millions in bonds and gave 
us all a lesson in what it means to 
love.

Heck Address Depression During The Holidays Nov. 19 - Mini Fair-
